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SYNOPSIS 


On March 23, 2017. at approximately 1545 hrs. Napa State Hospital (NSH) Patient 
was in the Unit T-13 Courtyard engaged in verbal aggression towards staff, 
described as displaying aggressive body language and movements in the courtyard. There were 
several (LOG) staff members in the courtyard along with other hospital patients. An alarm was 
activated by LOG staff resulting in m ultiple H ospital Police Officers (HPOs) responding to the 
incident. Upon arrival, HPO's heard |||||||m l^m 0f Qgre (LOG) staff and

HPO Michael HAUSCARRIAGUE determined that the best way to resolve the incident was to

OLES NOTIFICATION TEMPLATE: (Exhibit 1) 


A review of the document identified that on March 23, 2017, Hospital Police Sergeant (Sgt) 
Nicholas Kotsfnadelis reported that at approxima tely 154 5 hours, HPO’s were dispatched to Unit 
T-13’s courtyard. Upon arrival, officers observed^^^P visibly angry with clenched fists, yelling 
obscenities and pacir^g near the entrance gale. Level of Care (LOG) staff, who were positioned 
on the opposit e end o f the courtyard, attempting to de-escalate^^^^ wi thout su ccess. 
Officers ordered to move away from the gat e, to which ^^^^com^ed. began 

yelling at the officers and threatening to kill them. behavior escalated and he kicked 

a bench and basketball. 

was walking away from the gate, HAUSCARRIAGUE ran towa rds him, grabbing him 
by the waist and attempted to perform a ground c ontainme nt. struggled and began 

pushing HAUSCARRIAGUE on the right shoulder. and HAUSCARRIAGUE fell into a 

concrete wall, striking their heads on the wall.

The event summary was consistent with what information was reported 
directiy to the AOD. 

NSH INCIDENT REPORT 17030418: (Exhibit 3) 

A review of the incident package revealed Officer (Ofc.) Becerra comp leted the incident report. 
There were se ven suppiementai reports written by other officers asweii.^^^Bwas the suspect 
in the report. 


HAUSCARRiAGUE was listed as the victim in repxjrt 17030418. He was 24 years old. His 
personnel information listed him as 6’0” tall and 185 lbs. 

INCIDENT REPORT #17030418 BY HPO JOSE BECERRA: (Exhibit 3) 

A review of the report identified that on March 23, 2017, Becerra reported that he and HPOs 
HAUSCARRIAGUE, Vuong Truong, Stuart Donaldson and Ross Tw eedy were dispatched to the 
Unit T-13 Courtyard. While enroute, Becerra could hear^^^H screaming obscenities and 
threats to “kill everyone.” Upon his arrival. Becerra saw^m^acing back and forOi in front 
of the locked chain link entry gate with his fists clenched, arms rigi d and breathing heavily. Staff 
were on the o pposite side of the courtyard and away from There were no other patients 

near 

HPO Donaldson gave^^^l commands to walk away from gate so officers could e nter the 
courtyard safely, and walked towards the west cement wall. As 

walked towards the wall, he kicked a basketball. 

HAUSCA RRIAGUE Instructed to stop w alking away. Becerra began to ru n towards 

■■I but HAUSC ARRIAG UE reached ■■ first. HAUSCARRIAGUE grabbed |||||||^ 
waist with both arms. turned his body and resisted HAUSCA RRIAGUE by pushing down 

on HAUSCARRIAGUE^shoulder with his right arm. resistance forced him and 

HAUSCARRIAGUE to make contact with the courtyard wall. Becerra interviewed several staff 
that were witnesses to the incident. 

Investigator’s Note: A review o f the Be cerra’s report identified that Becerra provided additional 
information in his report regarding^^^^ not specific to the March 23, 2017 incident. He noted that 
on Marc h 21, 2017 during the dail^ol!^shift report, a Sergeant informed him and other officers that 
^^^Mh^made threats to kill an offi cer so that he could go back to county jail. Several officers spoke 
with^^^^ that evening and^^^Ma^in said that he was going to kill someone so he could go back 
to county jail. Becerra added had physically assaulted an HPO in the past (NSH case tt17- 

01-0122) and had exhibited a deadly weapon in the past towards HPOs. (NSH case #16-12-1686) 

A review of NSH #17-01-0122, d ated Jan uary 24, 2017, identified that HPOs responded to an alarm 
activation in Unit T-13. and placed^^^^ in a wall containment During the wall containment, 
head butted an HPO on his right temple. There were no visible injuries and no charges filed. 
(Exhibit 5) 
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A review of NSH if16-12-1688, dated December 20, 2016, Identified that began yelling 

obscenities and incoherent statements. Level ofCa^(LOC) staff attempted to de-escalate, who 
slapped his radio off his bed and onto the floor. was seen holding three pieces of t he radio 

antenna. HPO arrived and directed^^^^ to place the broken pieces onto the floor, to which 
eventually complied. (Exhibits) 

SUPPLEMENTAL INCIDENT REPORT #17030418 BY HPO VUONG CON TRUONG: (Exhibit 3) 

A review of the report identified that on March 23, 2017, HPO Vuong Truon^jesponded to Unit 
T-13, and upon arrival he observed 10 staff surrounding while b ack was 

against the courtya rd chain -link fence. Staff were atte mpting to verbally de-escalate 
Donaldson ordered to step away from the gate. cursed, but walked away from 

the gate with his fists clenched and threatening to kill staff and officers. 

Tweedy opened the gate as HAUSCARRIAGUE verbally ordered to “stop." 

kicked a ball and turned around towards HAUS CARRIAGUE with h is fists clenched by his side, 
HAUSCARRIAGUE attempted a takedown struggled and resisted the 

takedown. Both HAUSCARRIAGUE and balance, picked up momentum and 

slammed into the West cement wall. Truong interviewed one LOC staff witness, 

SUPPLEMENTAL INCIDENT REPORT #17030418 BY HPO ROSS TWEEDY: (Exhibit 3) 

A review of the report identified that on March 23,2017, HPO R oss Twe edy and other HPOs 
responded to the Unit T-13 courtyard^pon arrival, he observed standing on the other 

side of the locked entrance gate. was pacing back and forth along the fence, breathing 

deeply with his fists clenched and his head down. 

Donaldson ordered obsce nities an d walked 

away from the gate towards the west wall. Tweedy then unlocked the gate. kicked a 

ball and a chair, as he continued to yell with his fists and jaw clenched and his arms rigid. 

HAUSCARRIAGUE entered the courtyard and ordered to stop walking away. 

began to turn towards HAUSC ARRIAG UE while stating, "I am going to kill you officers.” 
HAUSCARRIAGUE approached attempted to contain him by grabbing 

waist with his arms to t ake him oowrno the ground. During t he contai nment attempt, both 
HAUSCARRIAGUE and impacted with the cement wall. face hit the wall and 

HAUSCARRIAGUE’S head hit the wall. Officers dispatched Sgt's Kotsinadelis and Sergio 
Flores to the scene. 

SUPPLEMENTAL INCIDENT REPORT #17030418 BY HPO STUART DONALDSON: (Exhibit 3) 

A review of the report identified that on March 21,2017, a Sergeant notified officers that 
threatened to kill a police officer in order to go back to county Jail. Donaldson spoke with 
that evening. 

On March 23, 2017, Donaldson r esponde d to the Unit T-13 courtyard. Donaldson heard^^^l 
yelling and upon arrival, saw with his back towards the entrance gate, facing 

approximately ten staff members standing near the entrance/exit door of Unit T-13 on the 
opposit e side of the courtyard. There were s everal pa tients in the courtyard as well. Donaldson 
ordered to get away from the gate. complied and walked west away from the 
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gate with his fists clenched and rigid arms. paced back and forth and Donaldson 

recognized this physical posturing as possible pre-attack indicator of an assault. 

HAUSCARRIAGUE entered the courtyard first as continued to walk westward. There 

were bushes located along the west wall of the courtyar^nd Donaldson feared thattfiere were 
possible weapons located In the bushes. 

HAUSCARRIAGUE orderedto “stop.” HAUSCARRIAGUE attempted to contain 
by grabb ing him around the waist with his hands. HAUSCARRI AGUE'S c hest was against 
back and both faced westwar d. HAUSCARRIAGUE had l eft arm p inned to 

his side and attempted to take down to the ground on their left side, his 

right hand to push down the officer’s shoulder to free himself from the takedown^^^^J also 
attempted to push free from the takedown with his legs. The momentum shifted from going to 
the left to the right. HAUSCARRIAGUE was dragging his feet and knees to prevent]||j|[B 
from gaining momentum. The momentum carried them both into the west cement wall. 
Donaldson also interviewed two LOC staff witnesses.

Arevi^ of Detective Jamie Davies' March 24, 2017^report identified that she interviewed 
mill who told Davies the police harassed him daily. |||||^ threatened to kill the HPOs with 
his hands by choking them to death. He added that on March 23,2017, the officers jumped him 
from behind and ran him into the wall. He stated that if he had the opportunity he would kill 
everybody and he wanted to get even with them in any way Viat he could. 

Davies also intervie wed HAU SCARRIAGUE, who reported that two days prior to the incident, 
he was briefed that had made a threat on ofTicers' lives so he could go back to jail. 

HAUSCARRIAGUE was also briefed that^^^l was known to make weapons. 

On March 23, 2017, HA USCARRIAGUE said that he responded to a personal alarm on Unit 
T-13 and heard yelling as he approa ched the courtyard . He saw multiple staff inside the 

courtyard; however, the staff were not near had his fists clenched and was 

pacing around. HAUSCARRIAGUE believed that they were in fear for their safety. 
HAUSCARRIAGUE said normally during a personal duress alarm, staff were trying to talk to the 
patient. HAUSCARRIAGUE did not know what ha ppened prior to his arrival or whether or not 
an assault had occurred, or whether or had a weapon. HAUSCARRIAGUE wanted 

to keep the staff safe and the only way to do that was to go into the courtyard to gain control of 
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ha d his ba ck to officers when HAUSCARRIAGUE and the other off icers entered the 
courtyard. kicked a ball. HAUSCARRIAGUE did not knowiffl^H had a weapon in 

his hands or on his person, n or did HA USCARRIAGUE know if ^^^fia^weapons anywhere 
near him . He did not know if had been searc hed prio r to entering the courtyard. When 

kicked the baii, HAUSCARRIAGUE believed was going to turn around to fight 

officers. 

HAUSC ARRIAGUE believed a ground control was the safest and quic kest way to control 
mm and to protect everyone. He made that decision due to ||mm potentially having a 
weapon and the threats he was making. 

HAUSCARRIAGUE intended totake^^^fto the ground, but “clenched up,” a nd went 

towards the wall instead. HAUSCARRIAGUE said the fall could have been as a result of^^^l 
resisting him, but he could not be sure. . 

SUPPLEMENTAL REPORT #17030418 HPO TERENCE MCCULLOUGH; (Exhibit 3) 

A review of the interview ide ntified th at on March 24, 2017, that Det ective McCullough assisted 
Davies with the interview of mH During the interview, mPI expressedhis desire to kill 
police officers, adding that he had military experience and knewn^ to kill. mHI arrested 
and charged with PC 69, Threatening/Resisting an Executive Officer, PC 243^attery with injury 
on a Peace Officer and PC 243 (d) Inflicting Great Bodily Injury In Commission of a felony. 

NSH INCIDENT REPORT #17030419: (Exhibit 4)

REVIEW OF NSH REPORT #17010122: (Exhibit 5) 

A review of this report, dated January 24,2017 identified that HPOs responded to a PDAS alarm. 

^ seclusion room and was agitated and punching and kicking the door. Officers 
Ross Tweedy and Marc Aveciila entered the room and contained him against the wall. 
used the back of his head to head-butt Ofc. Avecilla's rig ht temple . There were no visible injuries 
and the officer did not want to press charges against The case was subsequently 

closed. 

REVIEW OF NSH REPORT #16121688; (Exhibit 6) 

A review of this report, dated December 20, 2016 identified that was charged with PC 

417(a)( 1), exhibiting a deadly weapon, non-firearm and 148(a)(1), resisting a peace officer. 
^mM yelling and agitated in his room. He knocked his personal radio onto the floor and 
broke the antenna into three pieces. He stood in front of the nurse’s station and yelled 
obscenities at the staff. LOC staff tried to direct him to give up the antennae pieces but he 
initially refused. He eventually discarded some of the antennae pieces b ut he held onto a "big 
piece" and was waving it at the staff. Officers arrived to assist. still had the antennae 

pieces in his hands and when ordered to place them on the ground, he clenched the pieces in 
his right clenched fist, raised his fist chest level and. "took a postured stance.” After several 
orders to drop the weapon, complied and 
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LOG staff stated up two of the three antennae pieces. The case was forwarded to 

the Napa DA's Offtc^or review. 

AUDIO RECORDED INTERVIEWS BETWEEN HPO DAVIES AND^^^^ 

A review of the recorded interview C)f complaint of excessive force by HPOs was in 

conflict with how the HPOs reported the incident. For example, stated that an HPO 

wrapped both arms around his upper body so that both of his arms were “pinned" by the officer's 
arms. He then described an officer slamming his head into the wall. HPO Davies also 
interviewed HAUSCARRlAGUE and Donaldson, whose statements were consistent with Davies’ 
report.

Staff continued to talk with him and were able to calm him 
down. He was not given any medication and he was not restrained during the incident.

A review of u pdated m edical conditions identified that a Physician Order on January 

20, 2017, indicate d Ihat^^^Jwas k icking, banging doors, vertDally abusive and threatening to 
kill staff. there was no indication of TSI or force 

used against him. To be released, he needed to be calm, red irectable and agree to not harm 
staff, self or others. He replied, "Fuck you, I will kill you ail." 


There was also a notation that ^^^Btl^atened to physically injure T-13 Psychiatrist if 
Psychiatrist 'bugs (him) again used racist language when describing the 

Psychiatrist. 


An IDN dat ed betw een March 21 and March 22, 2017 indicated that HPO's reported that they 
spoke with^^^H about an incident that occurred “yesterd ay." HP O's reported “someone” 
overheard threatening to kill an HPO. HPO talked to about it and he became 

agitated. The notes also indicatethatt^^^l was calm and cooperative prior to the date of the 
incident. 
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I also obtained the Imaging Service results from Queen of the Valley Hospital regarding

AT NAPA COUNTY JAIL: 


On June 6, 2017, O LES Investigators Jason Davis and Brad Jones conducted a digitally recorded 
interview of at Napa County Jail. A review of the interview identified the following: 

estimated that on March 23,2017, there were at least 20 patients on the courtyard during 
the incident as well as several LOG staff. He said an “idiot on steroids, six foot something, 250 
pounds, tackled him from behind and threw him into the cement wall face first. He did not know 
the identity of the HPO that tackled him. but described the HPO as a large white male in his30’s. 
He said he did not make any threats to the doctors, but made threats to HPOs. 

The only thing he had on him in the courtyard during the incident was a small handheld Walkman 
with a built-in antenna in his left hand. He believed his other hand possibly was clenched during 
the incident. He denied hiding weapons on the courtyard. The HPOs told him to move away 
from the gate and he complied. He thought that the HPO was going to talk to him or put him in 
seclusion. He said the officer then came at him quickly, wrapped him up and took him into the 
wall. The only command that he was given was to. “move away from the bench." 

said his back was to the HPOs as he walked to within five or six feet of a cement wall. 
He did not actually see the HPO that tackled him. This was where the HPO directed him to 
move to. He said the HPO grabbed him with both hands, squeezed him tight and then drove 
him hard into the wall.

He was told that HAUSCARRIAGUE attempted a waist takedown while was walking 

toward some b ushes near the wall. HAUSCARRIAGUE did the takedown fron^ehind the left 
side of The two got redirected into the wall somehow. Afterwards, HAUSCARRIAGUE 

walked and talked normally, and did not appear to be injured in any way. Kotsinadelis stated 
that TSl training did not teach a takedown like the one HAUSCARRIAGUE performed. 

He confirmed hearing someone, and later reported to the HPOs, a statement that^H^ was 
going to kill an officer if his court hearing went bad. He could not explain why not 

arrested for PC 422 then, and was arrested on March 23,2017, for the same offense.

Flores arrived to the courtyard on March 23, 2017, and observed being medically 

treated. He noticed HAUSCARRIAGUE looking dazed and confused and HAUSCARRIAGUE 
stated that he might have hit his head and felt nauseous. Flores drove HAUSCARRIAGUE to 
the local medical facility for treatment. HA USCARRIAGUE’S treating physician put 
HAUSCARRIAGUE released him after treatment.

He could 
not recall telling the HPOs during briefing that^^^ had threatened to kill staff, He also could 
not recall documenting the Information on the briefing sheet. He state d that HAUSCARRIAGUE, 
nor any of the HPOs, had expressed concerns to him about

Brandt did not s ee any o bvious 
signs of injury to HAUSCARRIAGUE. AUn^iospital, medical staff questioned H||H about 
what had transpired, Brandt stated that he did not listen. 


Brandt was unsure when the courtyard had last been searched for weapons, and stated that it 
is only searched when staff request them to search it. He had not experienced anyone finding a 
weapon on the courtyard, or staff finding a weapon on a patient in the secure area.

and ran into a wall. He stated that he had been trained that an initial contact should be a control 
hold. 

McCullough talked to Donaldson about his report and warned him that there was going to be an 
lA investigation. He told Donaldson that he needed to add details to his report, McCullough had 
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notread the completed reports until theAugustSO, 2017. interview, but added that the completed 
reports had more information about why the forc e was us ed, than the initial report that he read 
on March 24, 2017. He explained that as written, was complying \Mth verbal orders and 

you tackle him. He believed that “they may have jumped on ^^■■without good reason.” He 
pondered wh y the off icers did not use other force options to controT^^^I McCullough stated 
that bec ause MU threat ened to h arm HAUSCARRIAGUE, "with his bare hands,” he arrested 
for PC 69. Becausethreatened that HAUSC ARRIAG UE better "watch his back” 
McCullough charged him with PC 422, but acknowledged that^^^ threatened to make future 
attacks.

weapons were found. 

On March 23,2017, he could hear^HH screaming as, he an d the oth er HPOs responded to 
the T'13 courted. was aUn^ence. Donaldson told to back away from the 

fence and ^^H^lked away. Tweedy opene^e gate and HAUSCARRIAGUE entered the 
gate and to stop walking away.^^^B said som ething like, “I am going to kill you 

or I want to die," About seven seconds later, ^■■^started to turn his uppertoreo 
counterclockwise as if looking over his s houlder. HAUSC^RIAGUE ran and tackled [^|H| 
HAUSCARRIAGUE had his arms aroundupper torso and the “brute force" pushed the 
two into the wall. Staff were estimated to o^oout 25 feet away and there were patients on the 
yard watching. 

Tweedy reported that was not attempting to harm himself or others, and his only 

aggression was towards the HPOs. He believed that TSI w as an op tion and was unsure why 
HAUSCARRIAGUE chose not to use it. He denied seeing take a fighting stance or 

dragging HAUSCARRIAGUE into the wall, stating, 'That’s not what I saw."

He and HAUSCARRIAGUE ran towards 
with HAUSCARRIAGUE in front. HAUSCARRIAGUE wrapped his arms around 
waist and turned his body and used his right hand to press off of 

HAUSCARRIAGUE’S right shoulder. This cau sed the t wo to move forward until they hit the wall, 
which was about 5 feet away. He denied that^^^l turned arou nd and faced them or took a 
fighting stance against the HPOs. He believed that the contact with was appropriate and 

believed that he would have done the same as HAUSCARRIAGUE. 

Becerra said that he tried to charge with everything that he could because an officer was 

hurt. He said there was not direct or implied expectation to cover for HAUSCARRIAGUE. He 
admitted that he interviewed only a few witnesses regarding the incident, which did not include 
patients, He was asked about conflicting witness statements within his report, and recalled the 
staff making the comments that he noted in his report.

Donaldson was familiar with fr om havin g contact with, and talking to him in the units. 

Staff would ask for assistance because was being uncooperative. There was only one 

instance, the head butting incident, where HPOs us ed police intervention. He recalled being 
informed two days prior to the incident, that^^m had ffireatened to kill police to go back to 
jail. Donaldson was not frightened, or had a sustained fear because of the threats. He said 
that an arrest of PC 422 or 69 were not appropriate at that Ume.

ADMINISTRATIVE SUBJECT INTERVIEW OF HOSPITAL POLICE OFFICER STUART 
DONALDSON: 

On November 8, 2017, OLES Investigators LaBarbara Nash and Teddi Claudio-^^^^l conducted a 
digitally recorded administrative subject interview of HPO Stuart Donaldson at NSH. Donaldson was 
advised of his rights and read the OLES Subject-Administrative Inquiry-Peace Officer admonishment 
form (OLES #311-A). (Exhibit 22) Donaldson elected to be represented by California Statewide Law 
Enforcement Association Senior Legal Counsel Ryan Navarre during the interview. The following is a 
summation of the information provided during the interview: 

Investigator’s Note: Prior to the interview, Donaldson was provided a copy of his September 5, 2017, 
OLES interview, his March 23, 2017, Supplemental Report if17030418, and a transcript of his July 6, 
2017, Superior Court testimony. 

Donaldson had worked as an HPO for DSH since 2014, and had no prior police officer 
experience. Donaldson acknowledged that on March 23, 2017, he was assigned to the Bicycle 
Patrol from 1400-2200 Hours. He could not recall if he had worked during the morning of March 
23,2017. 

As a Bike Patrol officer, Donaldson was responsible to respond to calls, PDAS activations to 
help defuse situations or assist staff based on the need, patrol the grounds and write reports 
when crimes occurred. 
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Donaldson identified the safety equipment that he wore on March 23, 2107, which consisted of 
a DSH radio, protective bullet-proof vest, OC pepper spray, baton and handcuffs. Donaldson 
also described the uniform that he wore, which consisted of black tactical pants, black Polo shirt 
and an external tactical vest that contained the words “Police” on the front. 

His partners that day were HAUSCARRIAGUE, Tweedy, Truong and Becerra. He had worked 
with HAUSCARRIAGUE and Becerra for about two years, and only a few months with Tweedy 
and Truong. Donaldson admitted that he had a personal r^ationship with HAUSCARRIAGUE, 
Truong and Becerra, but only assodated with Tweedy on occasion. He stated that he had a 
good working relationship with the other HPOs and described them as being dependable and 
honest in character. 

Donaldson acknowledged that he attended Annual Review Training (ART) typically in 
November. During ART he received weaponless defense, baton, pepper spray. Use of Force 
and Cardiopulmonary Restitution (CPR) training. 

Donaldson acknowledged that he had received training in tiie DSH Standard of Conduct #320 
policy (Exhibit 23) and agreed with the policy, which states in part, “This policy applies to all 
Office of Protective Services (OPS) employees. Employees are to familiarize themselves with 
this manual and be responsible for compliance.” He was aware that he was subject to 
disciplinary action for violation of subsection 320.3.5 (p) which states in part, “Failure to disclose 
or misrepresenting material facts, or the making of any false or misleading statement on any 
official document, report or form or during the course of any work-related investigation.” 

Donaldson acknowledged that he had received training in the DSH Report Preparation #322 
policy (Exhibit 24) and stated that he had been trained in the academy how to write a report and 
complete an investigation. He also received additional training during his 12-16 week Field 
Training Officer (FTO) program. In regards to his training for completing a criminal investigation, 
Donaldson said that he was to report what he witnessed, conduct witness interviews of all 
witnesses and to compete a good foundational report. 

Donaldson acknowledged that he received DSH Use of Force-Patients #300 policy training, but 
was unsure of the last time prior to March 23, 2017. He defined reasonable force as, “The 
amount necessary to effect an arrest or defuse a situation." Donaldson was read the definition 
per the policy, and agreed that he had been trained in the policy definition. He defined 
Excessive Force as, “Anything that goes beyond the scope of the policy to effect an arrest and 
the patient is compliant and you continue.” He was read, and agreed that he had been trained 
the policy definition. 

He agreed with the Law Enforcement intervention, subsection 300.1.2, which states in part, 
“Intervention can only be used by officers and is not to be considered as the first-response, but 
rather an assistive option." He defined Calculated Interventions an instance where, “You access 
a situation and make a decision if you’re involvement is necessary and what level you need to 
be involved in.” Donaldson was read the policy definition and agreed that he had been trained 
in the policy definition. 

Donaldson articulated the policy UOF options, and indicated that he also received training on 
numerous takedown and pain compliance/control hold techniques. He was trained in, and 
described the mechanics of the wrist lock and straight arm takedowns. He conveyed that these 
type of compliance techniques were used when an HPO had control of a patient, but the patient 
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became resistive and/or combative. He also indicated that he had been trained to perform holds 
on the ground and the progression leading to an arrest and handcuffing, 

Donaldson agreed that he attended annual TSI training, but could not recall when he last 
attended the training prior to March 23, 2017. He was read and agreed with the TSI policy 
which states in part, ‘Officers are expected to follow TSI up to the point that the situation is no 
longer in control or the use of a weapon is involved. “ (Exhibit 25) 

He explained his responsibilities as an HPO relative to TSI by stating that LOG staff are the 
primary responders during an incident. The LOG staff perform TSI by using "soft two-finger 
holds," to control a patient. The HPOs try not to get involved in the incident because it was an 
escalation. He explained that when LOG staff activate tiieir PDAS alarms, they believe that they 
are in a situation that is out of their control. He was asked at what point did HPD get involved in 
an incident, and initially responded, “When a crime has been committed.” Donaldson later 
changed his response and stated that HPD get involved when they believe that a crime was 
going to happen and someone was showing signs of aggression. 

Donaldson stated that typically when an HPO responded to an alarm, they inquire from staff why 
the alarm was activated. He agreed that even after HPOs respond to an alarm, the staff still can 
perform TSI with the HPOs present. 


He explained that on March 21,2017, he received information from Sgt. Flores thatwas 
overheard saying that he would kill an HPO to get back to jail. Donaldson, and other HPO who 


he could not recall, went to the unit to speak to

Don aldson a cknowledged that prior to March 23, 2017, his experience with had been 

was verbally assaultive, yet commonly followed verbal co mmands and staff were 
able to talk him down and he listened to the HPOs. When was non-compliant, his 

behavior did not warrant police intervention. 


He acknowledged bei ng interv iewed by Davies on March 24, 2017, for the p urpose o f obtaining 
information to charge after the UOF incident. He tokt Davies that ^^^Hhad been 

really aggressive toward the HPO’sandthaton M arch 23 . 2017, he wasafrai^hat^^^J was 
going to run away from them. He did not know if had a weapon around h im or had an 

alternative motive for running away. He explained that he did not want to get into a 

positon of advance with his back against the wall. However, he admitted thathe had not 
experienced run away from him, nor did he have any knowledge of running 

away from or toward any staff to assault them. Donaldson denied that he intentionally 
embellished his responses to Davis in an attempt to justify HAUSCARRIAGUE's UOF. 
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On March 23, 2017, Donaldson was in the Gus O'Ferrell Substation and observed the PDAS 
alarm board showing that an alarm had been activated on the Unit T-13 Courtyard. Donaldson, 
Becerra, Tweedy, Truong and HAUSCARRIAGUE responded to the courtyard, He estimated 
that i t took a pproximately 10 seconds to get to th e courtyard. As they approached, he could 
hear^^^l yelling obscenities at had his back to the HPOs. Donaldson told 

^^^^^tep away from the gate, over his shoulder and stated, “Fucl^ou 

mother fuckers' and walked away from the gate towards the wall. He estimated that |||||^||| 
was about 20 feet from the officers when he turn to look back at them, and about 80 feet from 
the staff at the apposite end of the courtyard. Tweedy opened the gate, and HAUSCARRIAGUE 
entered the gate first. 

Investigator’s No te: Durin g the interview, Donaldson diagramed Unit T-13 Courtyard and noted the 

HPD at the gate, initial location and the location of staff and the wall. (Exhibit 26) 

He, nor any of the other HPOs inquired from the LOC staff why the alarm was activated. 
Donaldson was asked sever al times to describe the threat that he observed, which warranted 
the UOF. He responded thatjm had rigid arms, clenched fists, was agitated and had kicked 
a ball. He agreed that none of the aforementioned was a deemed a crime. 


Donaldson stated that^^^ threatened to kill the HPOs. HAUSCARRIAGUE gave|^H a 
command to “stop’ about 3 seconds after Donaldson told hi m to mov e away from the gate. 
Donaldson Initially stated that he did not hear anyone else give^^^f any commands. When 
asked then, why he reported to Davis that the HPOs gave commands to stop, he 

responded that he now only remembered hi m and H AUSCARRIAGUE giving commands. He 
added that he assumed other officers commands to stop prior to the UOF, He 

later changed his statement again and indicated that another HPO, other than 
HAUSCARRIAGUE, gave commands to stop, but he could not remember vrfio. 

HAUSCARRIAGUE "trotted” toward s who had rigid arms and clenc hed fists. 

HAUSCARRIAGUE grabbe^^^H by the waist. HAUSCARRIAGUE was facing 
back with his arms around HAUSCARRIAGUE had left arm pinned to his 

side. mnH pL,{ f.,jg han^r^AUSCARRIAGUE’S right snoulde^s he pushed away and 
turned simultaneously as he tried to “tweak free from ftie tackle." He explained that he saw 
HAUSCARRIAGUE stumbling and on his hands and knees at one point trying to contain 
Their momentum shifted from going down on the left to going down on the right side towards the 
wall. Donaldson saw HAUSCA RRIAGUE's head hit the wall and snap backwards before 
HAUSCARRIAGUE and slid to the ground. He then pulled the chain, which is attached 

to the gate and locked the gate. 


He recalled that there were about 10 staff at the unit entrance and one staff mem ber nea r the 
southern portion of the wall. He now stated that he was concerned at the time that^^^l was 
going to walk towards the lone staff member. When advised that he did not mention a lone staff 
member in his report, Donaldson responded that he did not think it was important. He now 
beli eved tha t the information should have been added to his report. He admitted that he never 
saw attempt to attack any staff on the courtyard, and he did not recall seeing any patients 

on the courtyard. 

Donaldson was reminded that on September 5, 2017, he reported that both of arms 

were free. He now stated that he misspoke during the previous OLES interview, and recalled 
that one arm was pinned down. He characterized HAUSCARRIAGUE’s actions as a “controlled 
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takedown,” because of the way HAUSCARRIAGUE was attempting to drag to the 

ground. He admitted; however, that he had not been trained by DSH to perform a tackie-type 
controlled takedown. He stated that he had be^ trained to improvise, but agreed that 
improvising was used in life or death situations. 

Truong and supervisory and medical staff were summoned to the area. 

Donaldson asked Sgt^Iores and Kotsinadelts what could he do to assist, and was instructed 
to assist with conducting witness interviews. He did not interview any patient, because he 
believed that another HPO was interviewing them. Donaldson explained that typically, the HPD 
obtain a staff roster to ascertain who was on-duty: however, this time they did not obtain a roster. 
He had no viable explanation for the incomplete investigation and admitted that they should have 
done better. 

He completed witness interviews of Dr. and RT When advised that 

had reported to OLES Investigators tnaMne HPOs entere^ne courtyard "aggressively,” 
Donaldson stated that he did not >‘ecall|Pm|| making the comment and if she had he would 
have written it down. He denied that he intentionally omitted the description. He admitted that 
witness interviews were short and he did not ask any follow up questions during the interviews. 

Donaldson and the other involved HPOs completed their reports in the Gus O' Ferrell substation. 
He believed that he had two rough drafts before a final draft was approved, He explained that 
the involved HPOs reviewed each other’s reports for spelling and grammatical errors. He denied 
that he made any content changes to his report or was coerced to change his report. He stated 
that the facts stayed the same, he just added more detail. He conveyed that everything in his 
report was his own direct observation. 

He stated that after the incident, the involved HPOs did not discuss the incident, but talked about 
their hope that HAUSCARRIAGUE was alright, and who conducted specific interviews. 

Donaldson was asked if he talked to anyone else about his report, to which he stated that he did 
not. He was asked if McCullough spoke to him about his report, to which he responded, "I don’t 
recall that he did, no." He was then advised that according to McCullough, he spoke to 
Donaldson about his report and told him that It did not have any information explaining the UOF 
and lA was going to be investigating the incident. Donaldson then stated, "I remember him 
mentioning something like that.’ When asked why he did not admit that he had talked to 
McCullough about his report initially, he stammered and responded, that he did not recall the 
conversation initially. He again denied that he changed any details in his report and explained 
that he may have provided a belter description about the incident but did not change the facts. 

He was asked on March 23,2017, when he reloaded to theT-IS courtyard^hat he anticipated 
was going to happen. He believed that they would walk away with back to the unit 

without incident. In hindsight, he believed that there sh ould have been more communication 
between everyone involved, i ncluding talking Donaldson believed that the UOF at 

the time was best because had his bad< to the HPOs and was at a position of 

disadvantage. 

Donaldson believed that HAUSCARRIAGUE’S UOF w as not e xcessive, but reasonable force 
because HAUSCARRIAGUE did not intend to hurt However, he admitted that 

HAUSCARRIAGUE was no t preventing an escape, was not over coming resistance nor was he 
effecting custody of when he used physical force against that resulted in SBI. 
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For complete details refer to the audio recording. Exhibit 30 

ADMINISTRATIVE SUBJECT INTERVIEW OF HOSPITAL OFFICER JOSE BECERRA: 

On Novembers, 2017, OLES Investigators LaBarbara Nash and Teddi Claudio-^^^^| conducted a 
digitally recorded administrative subject interview of HPO Jose Becerra at NSH. Becerra was advised 
of his rights and read Subject-Administrative Inquiry -Peace Officer form OLES #111B (Exhibit 22), 
Becerra was advised of his right to have representation present during the interview and elected to 
have California Statewide Law Enforcement Association Senior Legal Counsel Ryan Navarre as his 
chosen representative. The following is a summation of the information obtained during the interview. 

Investigator's Note: Prior to the interview, Becerra was provided a copy of his August 2, 2017, OLES 
interview, his March 23, 2017, Incident Report #17030418, and a transcript of his July 6, 2017, Superior 
Court testimony. 

Becerra was hired by NSH as a Hospital Police Officer in October 2013 and has no prior law 
enforcement experience. For approximately 3 years, Becerra has work in his current assigned 
as a Bike Patrol Officer. He has a good working relationship and an off-duty relationship with 
Donaldson, Truong, Tweedy and HAUSCARRIAGUE, and considered them his friends. 

Becerra attended Annual Review Training during his birth month (March) of each year. He stated 
that he was not familiar with the DSH Policy 320, Standards of Conduct, but recalled reviewing 
it during his Field Training Officer (FTO) training. Becerra acknowledged that he was 
responsible to read policies on Report Preparation, including conducting investigations; 
however, he has not received any training in these areas since attending the academy. Becerra 
stated he reviewed the DSH policies through Lexipol. He received Use of Force Policy 300 
training each year. 

Becerra was asked to explain Reasonable Force. He stated, “An officer may use a reasonable 
amount of force to stop a threat or prevent injury." The definition of Reasonable Force contained 
in DSH Policy 300 was read and agreed that he had been trained in the definition. Also based 
on the policy, Becerra stated, “If feasible, allow staff to do TSI before we intervene.” 

Becerra was asked to explain Excessive Force. He stated. “More than reasonable." The 
definition of Excessive Force contained in DSH Policy 300 was read and Becerra agreed that he 
had been trained in the definition. Becerra defined Calculated Intervention as incident, “when 
you have time to make a plan and then intervene.” 

Becerra was familiar with other options of force and was able to list them. Becerra was also 
asked about restraint methods and control holds he was trained on. Becerra stated he was 
trained on specific methods of restraints and/or control holds and described several of them. 

When asked about TSI, Becerra stated he recaved TSI training annually. He believed that all 
staff, both sworn and non-swom receive training in TSI. Becerra was asked if he knew his 
responsibility as an HPO regarding TSI and he stated, "Assist staff, and let them do it first.” The 
HPD's Responsibility in TSI section of the DSH TSI Policy was read, which states in part, 
"Officers are expected to follow TSI policies up to the point that the situation is no longer in 
control or the use of a weapon is involved." 

Becerra was asked about his c ontact w ith on March 21, 2017, Becerra stated that a 

staff member had reported that threatened to kill a police officer in order to go back to 
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county jail. Becerra, Donaldson and Tweedy went to speak to regarding his threats. 

again made threats to kill so meone if he did not go back to county jail. Becerra stated 
they received consent from to search his room, and they did not find any weapons. 

Becerra did not complete a report because he “Did not feel it was a credible threat” and “It wasn’t 
an immediate threat." 

Becerra worked on March 23, 2017 during from 1400-2200 hours. He was in full uniform and 
had all of his safety equipment on his person. Becerra worked that day with Truong, Tweedy, 
HAUSCARRIAGUE, and Donaldson. 

Becerra stated at approximately 1545 hours, while at the Gus O'Farrell Substation, a PDAS 
alarm was activated and he was notified by dispatch to respond to the Unit T-13 courtyard. The 
substation was located next to Unit T-13. All five officers ran to the T-13 courtyard, which took 
approximately 5-10 seconds. 

Upon request, Becerra created a diagram of the T-13 courtyard area. He identifie d the loca tion 
of the T-13 Courtyard gate entrance, the walls around the courtyard, the location and 

the location of the staff. Becerra did not know the length of the courtyard. 

Upon arrival to the courtyard, Becerra obser ved staff all standing at the other end of the courtyard 
by the building entrance. Becerra obsen/ed^^^ to be right next to the gate entrance, which 
was the entire distance of the courtyard from where the staff were located (80ft), Be cerra did 
not see any staff or patients in the courtyard; and the only person in the courtyard was 
Becerra and the other officers were standing on the other side of ttte gate entrance, which is 
always locked. 


As Becerra was approaching the ga te, he hea rd someone screaming, “Fuck y ou, I’m g oing to 
kill everyone.” Becerra recognized voice due to prior^n^ts with H|||f during 

daily walk-throughs in the units and olhermaoents. He obse^ed^^^J pacing back and forth 
from side to side and within a couple of feet from the gate, were clenched, his 

arms were ridged and he was screaming and yelling. Becerr a stated. 'The staff was far away 
from him which was concerning." Becerra further stated that^^^l had a history o f making 
weapons and assaulting officers. Becerra explained that In December 2016, made a 

weapon from a broken metal anten nae and threatened staff with it. Becerra was not able to 
provide any other incidents involving making weapons and/or threatening staff. 


Becerra stated that Donaldson told I 


to move away from the gate, so that the HPOs could 


enter the courtyard. 


appeared to comply with the command and moved away from the 


gate, walking westbound towards the west v/all of the courtyard. 
and kick ed a ball. Becerra did not remember seeing anything in 
had on headphones. 


^en yelled “fuck you” 
hands or noticing if 


Becerra conveyed that^^^^ was not de-escalating, and was showing signs of aggressi on and 
acting unpredictable. He believed that the safest thing to do would be to contain on the 

ground. When asked if he communicated this information to the other officers, Becerra stated 
he did not. When asked if there was any communication amon g the off icers, Becerra stated 
there was not. When asked if there was a plan on how to handle Becerra stated there 

was no plan and he did not know what was going to happen when they entered the courtyard. 
Bece rra expla ined that he did not want to engage in a conversation with the other HPOs and 
have turn and run toward the staff. 
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Becerra was reminded that the HPOs were behind a locked gate; there was no one in the 
courtyard with aii of the staff and patients were either in the buiiding or standing at the 

bu ilding en trance at the other end of the courtyard. Becerra was asked if he had any knowledge 
of running from, or to, staff in the past when agitated, and he stated that he did not. 

Becerra was asked if he, or any of the officers, spoke to the staff prior to making contact with 
and he stated they had not. 

Becerra stated when they entered the courtyard, HAUSCARRiAGUE entered first an d he was 
second. They ran towards|H|||and HAUSCARRIAGUE made physical contact with 
Becerra was asked to articulate the need for physical contact. Becerra stated, “It was everything; 
the fists clenched, arms rigid, the threats, he had made the weapon in the past, he had already 
assaulted someone, tt was everything , it was n’t just one thing." Becerra believed that 
HAUSCARRIAGUE was going to containon the ground, because that is what Becerra 
believed he would have done. 


HAUSCARRIAGUE gave a command to stop as they were running towards him. 

Becerra was asked ho w long a fter the command to stop was the contact made and estimated 
that it took 3 seconds. W//KM turned slightly to his right; used his right arm and pushed against 
HAUSCARRIAGUE’S snoulder and tried to push away from HAUSCARRIAGUE. Becerra 
stated they were approximately 10 steps from the west wall at the point of contact. The two 
struggled, picked up momentum, and continued to go forward towards the wall until they hit the 
wall. Becerra stated because it happened so fast, he did not h ave time t o assist or do anything 
to avoid them hitting the wall. Becerra indicated that he felt^^^B resistance caused the 
momentum that ultimately re sulted in them hitting the wall. Becerra did not agree that 
HAUSC ARRIAGUE running to caused the momentum. Becerra was asked if he felt 

was given ample lime to comply with the command to stop, prior to the contact by 
HAUSCARRIAGUE. Becerra stated, “I don't know." 

Becerra stated continued to walk after he was commanded to move, w hile yelling, 'Tm 

going to kill officers.” Becerra acknowledged that it was possible that did not hear the 

command due to his continued yelling. It was pointed out that within 3 seconds there was a 
command, a threat, and a contact. He said, “Yes." 

Becerra was provided a description 5’5” tall, 200lbs, and 64 years old. Becerra stated 

HAUSCARRIAGUE was 6ft, 220lbs, and 25 years old. Becerra was reminded that there were a 
total of 5 o fficers wh o responded to the incident; staff were on the other end of the courtyard and 
away from there was no one else in the courtyar d; and th e officers were on the other 

side of a locked gate. Becerra was asked what crime did commit prior to entering the 

courtyard, and he responded, ‘Criminal threats.” 

Becerra was asked if committed that same crime on March 21, 2017, when he made 

threats to kill a police officer, and he responded, "Yeah, but the threat was a little bit different, it 
wasn’t an immediate threat like it was right here. Staf f were in fear, pulling their alarms, not 
getting near him; it just felt different." Becerra asked had ever behaved in a similar 

manner before, and/or made threats before, and he responded, “Yes, but he wasn’t screaming.” 

Becerra was asked if HAUSCARRIAGUE running to and grabbing ^^^(contifouted to them 
picking up momentum and hitting the wall; or did they hit the wall because resisted the 

takedown. Becerra responded, “I don’t know." Becerra stated that he did not want to take the 
chance of being able to reach the staff. It was pointed out that based on Becerra's 
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statements, was pacing back and forth and not faci ng the st aff. Becerra responded that 

he did not want to risk it because he did not know how fast was. 

Becerra stated that the HPOs did not use pepper spray because back was towards 

them. Becerra also indicated he was never directJy toid not to use his pepper spray, but had 
heard the use of it was frowned upon by t he department. Becerra was asked if they had other 
options they could have used on such as control holds, since there were five officers. 

Becerra responded, “Yeah we could have." 

Becerra was asked if committed a crime that necessitated police intervention, such as 

a takedown. He responded, “Ye s, to pre vent injury from the staff and prevent injury from us.’’ It 
was pointed out to Becerra was walking away from the officers and further away 

from the staff at the time of the takedown. 

Becerra was asked if the takedown technique used by HAUSCARRIAGUE was an authorized 
and/or approved standard technique taught during their weaponless defense training and/or 
grounds training, Becerra indicated it was not listed in their training manual as an authorized 
technique, and the takedown was not taught to the HPOs, but he had done it during training, 
Becerra indicated they have done similar techniques during training when improvising; however, 
he agreed that improvising techniques was acceptable when survival was challenged, 

Becerra was asked about the investigative interviews he conducted after the incident on March 
23, 2017. Becerra stated he conducted interviews of four staff members. 

Becerra confirmed he interviewed Becerra reported that PT^^Htold him,^^^ 

was in the courtya rd talking to the doctor regarding his recent "aggressiv^ehavior." When 
asked if PT used those exac t words , Becerra stated it his report contained a summary of 
the interview. When asked w hy stated he did not say “aggressive be havior,* ' Becerra 

stated t hat was what describe^o him. Becerra also reported that PT told him 

recently made an "improvised weapon." When asked why PT stated he did not 
sa^Tmprovised weapon," Becerra responded that did not use those exact w ords, w hich 
was why he did not put (he words in quotations in his report Becerra believed PT had 

described the weapon as a broken antennae. 

Becerra was advised, per the staff that were interviewed by OLES, some of the witness 
statements that he noted in his report was inaccurate. Becerra was asked if he reported accurate 
statements, and he responded, “Yes.” He was asked if he altered any of the witness statements, 
and he responded, “No.” Becerra explained that he reported exactly what the witnesses told him. 
Becerra believed that the staff could not remember their statements to him, and therefore, 
reported to OLES that his report was inaccurate. 

Becerra stated anyfollow-up investigation needed would typically be completed by the Detective 
Unit, Becerra was asked why his report lacked more detailed witness information. Becerra 
stated that he did not intentionally write a bad report and did the best he could at the time. He 
was asked why he did not interview any patients, and stated he did not see any patients in the 
courtyard during ffie incident. He also stated he did not try to find out if there were any patients 
he should have interviewed. 

The officers conduct peer reviews; therefore, all of the officers reviewed his report before it was 
submitted for approval. Becerra stated the peer reviews are not required by policy, it was 
something the sergeants told them to do. He stated even if the officers were involved in the 
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same incident, they review each others reports. Becerra stated he was not influenced by 
reading the other involved officers’ reports, nor did he get any feedback or direction regarding 
his report. Becerra stated he did not discuss his report with his supervisor or anyone else. 

Becerra confirmed he attended a debriefing of the incident with officers and staff members. He 
stated during the debriefing, attendees are typically asked if anyone was hurt, if there were any 
issues, and/or how things could be done better the next time. According to Becerra, there were 
no issues brought up. 

Becerra was asked why there were differences between what he reported and what his fellow 
officers reported regarding the incident. Becerra stated, “I just wrote down my perspective." He 
was asked, and stated he was in no way influenced or coerced regarding the information he 
wrote in his report. Becerra stated since the completion of his report, he has not had a discussion 
with any of the involved officers about this Incident or the investigation of such. 

Becema was asked, based on the definition of excessive force, the totality of the circumstances 
regarding what he observed in the courtyard, and the definition of a takedown; did he feel the 
actions taken by HAUSCARRIAGUE were excessive. Beceira responded, “No," 

Becerra was asked what type offeree did he believe HAUSCARRIAGUE used on IHi on 
March 23. 2017; and he responded, “R easonab le.” Becerra explained that he believed 
HAUSCARRIAGUE’s intention was to bring to the ground. 

The definition of reasonable force was read a nd Bece rra was asked prior to the contact was 
HAUSCARRIAGUE trying to affect an arrest and he answered, ‘No.” He was asked 

if HAUSCARRIAGUE was preventing an escape, and he answered, “No." Becerra was asked if 
HAUSCARRIAGUE was overcoming resistance, prior to the contact/takedown, and Becerra 
answered, “No.” 

Becerra was asked if he thought things could have been done differently. Becerra responded, 
"Knowing what happened, absol utely.” B ecerra was as ked wha t he would do differently and he 
responded that he would talk fof^m but hope thatmi did not turn and assault them, 
but take the risk next time. Becerra was asked in hindaght, since they were on the other side 
of the gate, would he have made a plan and he stated that he would have made a plan inside 
the gate because he did not want to risk^^^l running towards the staff. Becerra was asked 
in hindsight were there other options besides a physical takedown, and he responded, “Yes.” 
Becerra ended the interview by stating that he did not intentionally leave out information or lie in 
his report.

ADMINISTRATIVE SUBJECT INTERVIEW OF NAPA STATE HOSPITAL OFFICER VUONG C. 
TRUONG: 

On November 9. 2017, OLES Investigators LaBarbara Nash and Teddi Claudio-^^^B conducted a 
digitally recorded administrative subject interview of HPO VongTruong at NSH, Truong was advised 
of his right to have representation present during the interview and elected to have California Statewide 
Law Enforcement Association Senior Legal Counsel Ryan Navarre as his chosen representative. 
Truong was advised of his Peace Officer rights and read Subject-Administrative Inquiry -Peace Officer 
form OLES #111B (Exhibit 22). The following is a summation of the information obtained during the 
interview. 
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Investigator’s Note: Prior to the interview, Truong was provided a copy of his September 11, 2017, 
OLES interview, his March 23, 2017, Supplemental Report #17030418, and a transcript of his July 6, 
2017, Superior Court testimony. 

Truong was hired by NSH as a HPO in 2016, and was previously employed at NSH from 2014 
-2016, as a Psychiatric Technician. Truong had no prior law enforcement experience, 

Truong indicated that he has a good working relationship with Donaldson, Becerra, Tweedy and 
HAUSCARRIAGUE, He also has an off-duty friendship with Donaldson, Becerra and 
HAUSCARRIAGUE, 

Truong acknowledged that he attended annual ART, during which the Use of Force-Patients 
Policy #300 was reviewed. He has not received Standards of Conduct, Report writing, or 
Conducting Investigations since the academy, Truong agreed that as a peace officer, he was 
held to a higher standard of conduct and acknowledged that the DSH policies applied to him. 
He explained that he reviewed the DSH policies through Lexipol. Truong agreed that he was 
expected to review daily bulletins and stay updated on policies. 

Truong was asked to explain “Reasonable Force". Truong stated, “Using the amount of force to 
control a situation; diffuse a situation; not going overboard." The definition of Reasonable Force 
per the policy was read to Truong and he agreed that he had been trained in the definition. 

Truong was asked to explain “Excessive Force". Truong stated it is, “Using more force than 
necessary". The definition of Excessive Force was read to Truong and he agreed that he had 
been trained in the definition. 

Truong explained that all staff, both sworn and non-swom received training inTSI, Truong stated 
that TSI was commonly used by LOG staff. Truong was asked to explain his responsibility as 
an HPO regarding TSI. He stated, “For the most part, we see if staff can handle it first and if 
they can’t, we jump in.” The HPD's Responsibility in TSI section of the DSH TSI was read, which 
states in part, “Officers are expected to follow TSI policies up to the point that the situation is no 
longer In control or the use of a weapon is involved. ” Truong acknowiedged that he had been 
trained in the policy. Truong was asked to explain a “Wall Containment." Truong stated, “Having 
the individual up against the wail and trying to immobilize him that way.” 

Truong was asked if he was familiar with the different levels and/or options of force per the Use 
of Force - Patient Policy #300. Truong was familiar with the UOF options and stated during 
UOF training he was trained on specific methods of restraints and/or controi holds. 

Truong was asked if he knew the difference between an Emergent Situation and a Calculated 
Intervention. Truong stated, "In a Calculated Intervention you have time, time is on your side. 
You can plan ahead." 

Truong was asked about the use of pepper spray as a use of force option. Truong explained 
that using pepper spray was, “Kind of a no-go around here because of ali of the scrutiny that 
comes after that." Truong was asked if in his opinion, using his baton and/or pepper spray was 
frowned upon in this department. Truong stated, “Yes. unfortunately." 

On March 23, 2017, Truong worked from 1400-2200 hours and was assigned to bike patrol. 
Truong was in full uniform and had ail of his safety equipment on his person. Truong worked 
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that day with HPOs Tweedy, HAUSCARRIAGUE, Becerra and Donaldson who were all assigned 
to report to the Gus O’Farrell Substation, near Unit T-13 Courtyard. 

At approximately 1545 hours, while at the Gus O’Farrell Substation, a PDAS alarm was activated 
in Unit T-13 courtyard. When the HPOs stepped outside, they could hear yelling coming from 
the courtyard. Truong stated they r an over to the courtyard, which took approximately 15 
seconds. Once they arrived, he saw^^^l standing wilh his back against the chain-linked 
fence gate entranc e. There were approximately 10 staff me mbers ap proximately 30-40 feet 
away from ||||||||| Ip middl e of the courtyard surrounding m|||||| |_|g recall any 

other patients in t he court yard. was yelling profanities at the staff and staff members 

were trying to talk down, but he did not recall If he heard them say anything. 

It was b rought to Truong’s attention that in his report he stated "the staff were trying to de- 
escalate When asked how he knew this, he stated he did not recall if he heard the 

staff, but assumed that is what they were doing. Truong was asked if he had been trained to 
document facts or assumptions in his reports, to which he responded that he had been trained 
to write facts and not assumptions. 

During the interview, Truong diagr amed the T-13 courtyard area and identified the location of 
the gate entrance; the location and the location of the staff. (Exhibit 26) Truong 

stated none of the responding officel^ri^ to contact tiie LOG staff t o find out what was going 
on, nor did the HPOs communicate a plan of action prior to contacting 

Donaldson told to step away from the gate. turned around, faced the officers, 

and said, "Fuck you motherfuckers". Truong slated^^^l turned back around and started 
walking in a sou^west direction towards the west wall , as he was yelling, “I'm going to kill you 
all, one by fucking one.” When asked if he felt^^^l was compliant by walking away from the 
gate, Truong stated that h e did, Tr uong stated Tweedy ope ned the gate and they entered the 
courtyard and approached HAUSCARRIAGUE told to, “Stop.” 

He stated stopped and kicked a ball on the ground. Truo ng stated turned his 

upper torso slightly to the left to look behind him. When askedjfj^^^ was compliant with 
HAUSCARRIAGUE's command to stop, Truong confirmed ^^^^wa^ompliant and stated, 
"He did stop.” 


HAUSCARRIAGUE was the first officer to enter the courtyard, followed by Becerra, Truong, 
Donaldson and Tweedy entered last. Truong had planned on talking to a LOG staff member 
when he entered the courtyard; however, HAUSCARRIAGUE and Becerr a went dire ctly toward 
^^^fand Truong followed as backup. Truong did not see any thing in hands, but 

walkin g with cle nched fist. He recalle d that^^^^ had headphones on, but did 
not see anything in hands or on person that appeared to be a weapon. 

Truong stated HAUSCARRIAGUE was Ini tially walking, then started run ning tow ards 
HAUSCARRIAGUE’S contact withwas made simultaneously, as^^^l turned to look 
back, HAUSCARRIAGUE made physical contact. Truong stat ed the contact occurred 
approximately two seconds from the time HAUSCARRIAGUE gave^^^Hthecommand to 
stop. Truong stated when HAUSCARRIAGUE made contact v\^th had turned 

completely around a nd the tw o were then feeing each othe r. Truong stated HAUSCARRIAGUE 
had his arms around waist area with his hands on back. 
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Truong stated that due to HAUSCARRIAGUE’S height (6ft), compared to 
HAUSCARRIAGUE had to lower his upper body in order to place his arms around^^Bj waist. 
Truong stated that dur ing the contact, HAUSCARRIAGUE’S face was at^^^^^ch^t level. 
Truong stated extend ed his right arm and pushed off from HAUSCARRIAGUE, Truong 

did not remember where left ami was, or if it was pinned down by 

HAUSCARRIAGUE'S hold. Truong was standing approximately 5ft from the contact, 
approximately 1-2 arm’s length away. 

Truong stated HAUSCARRIAGUE and were “stumbling a round" a nd w as trying 

to push away from HAUSCARRIAGUE. HAUSCARRIAGUE and struggled and|j|||j 
turned again, now facing the w all, and a way from HAUSCARRIAGUE. Truong stated 
HAUSCARRIAGUE never let go of waist. They hit the wall approximately 3 seconds 

from time of contact. 

Truong was asked If he observed commit any crimes prior to the UOF that required the 

level of force that was used that day. He stated he did not. Truong was asked if he felt 
threatened by and he slated he did not. He was asked if there was a threat to any of 

the staff members, and he stated, “No." Truong confirmed he did not see a threat that required 
the UOF action that was taken by HAUSCARRIAGUE. 

Truong stated that HAUSCARRIAGUE was trying to perform a takedown on He had 

not seen the type of takedown technique that HAUSCARRIAGUE used, nor had he been trained 
to use a tackle-takedown technique. 

Truong confirmed he conducted a witness interview of Psychologist immedla^ 

after th e incident. Truong was advised that when interviewed by OLES Investigators, Hit 
^^■advlsed sh^a^io^terviewed by HPD on t he day of the i ncident, Truong replied that 
he did interview Truong was advised provided more details about 

what she observed the day of the incident to OLES Investigators. Tmon^ta^ at the time of 
the incident, he had worked patrol for 3 months: and did not ask^^|^^^|more detailed 
questions about what she observed. Truong stated he Viras not sure what to ask. and believed 
it was a lack of experience. 

Truong was asked about the inconsistencies between his report and t he repor ts of other HPOs, 
i.e. 10 staff members vs. no staff members in the courtyard and turning to resist 

HAUSCARRIAGUE. Truong stated the incident happened quickly, and he reported what he 
remembered. He could not explain why his account of the incident was different from everyone 
else’s, and repeated it was what he recalled happening. Truong stated there was no intent to 
misrepresent any information on his reports. Truong confirmed he was trained to write an 
accurate report. Truong wrote his report and submitted it into RMS on the day of the incident. 
Truong stated there is no information in his report that is not his independent recollection of the 
incident, and that he did not rely on anyone else’s r^ort. 

Truong stated the incident was discussed during debrief with all of the involved HPOs later that 
day. He noted the inconsistencies as each officer provided their account of w/hat happened; 
however, they were all told by Sgl. Kotsinadelis to, “Write how you saw it." Truong stated he did 
not have a discussion with anyone regarding what to write in his report. 

Truong was asked based on his observations, did he believe the patient’s actions warranted a 
use of force. Truong stated, “Based on my observations, no one else’s. I thought it was a little 
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excessive.” He was asked if he thought the use of force was excessive, and he stated, “Yes.” 
Truong stated he would have spoken to the staff first. 

Truong stated, “HAUSCARRIAGUEdi^’t mean to put him in the wall,“IH^elieved that 
HAUSCARRIAGUE meant to take^^^l down, but believed that becauseresisted and 
pushed off HAUSCARRIAGUE, they stumbled and went towards the wall. Truong indicated he 
believed it was a combination of bo^ their actions that caused them to hit the wall. Truong was 
asked if he felt that he made any statements in his report tiiat indicating that the patient’s actions 
caused them hit to the wall. Truong stated, “No.” 

Truong indicated he has been honest during his reporting of the incident, as well as during ttie 
OLES investigation. He also indicated the Inconsistencies and/or errors in his report were due 
to lack of experience and there was no intent to deceive.

ADMINISTRATIVE SUBJECT INTERVIEW OF HOSPITAL POLICE OFFICER TERENCE 
MCCULLOUGH; 

On December 19, 2017, OLES Investigators LaBarbara Nash and Teddi Claudio-^^|^| conducted 
a digitally recorded administrative subject interview of HPO Terence McCullough at NSH. McCullough 
was advised of his rights and read the OLES Subject-Administrative Inquiry-Peace Officer 
admonishment form (#311-A). (Exhibit 22) McCullough elected to be represented by Mastagni Holstedt 
Attorney Zeb Davis during the interview. The followring is a summation of the information contained 
during the interview; 

Investigator’s Note: Prior to the interview, McCullough was provided a copy of his September 5, 2017, 
OLES interview, his and Davis March 24. 2017, Supplemental Reports #17030418. 

McCullough had worked at NSH as a HPO for about five years, and had no other law 
enforcement experience. He worked as a HPD Detective for approximately three years, but had 
recently returned to the HPO classification. He worked from 0600-1400 hours, and his 
supervisors were Sgts Pickard and Gooding. 

As a detective, he was responsible to review cases and investigate cases that were assigned to 
him by a supervisor. Prior to the March 23, 2017, incident he had intermittent contact with 
Donaldson, Tweedy, Truong. Becerra and HAUSCARRIAGUE. Since returning back to the HPO 
classification, he had more regular contact v,/ith the HPOs. 

He acknowledged that he attended ART, and conveyed that he had attended numerous law 
enforcement training related to his Job. McCullough indicate that he was a firearms instructor, 
and during the off-duty firearms qualifications he trained HPOs on the DSH UOF policy as it 
related to an Officer Involved Shooting. 

He acknowledged that he was familiar with the DSH Standards of Conduct policy #320 Section, 
320.3.5 Performance. McCullough was aware that based on the policy there was certain 
conduct that could result in disciplinary action, including falsification of any work-related 
documents. McCullough had acknowledged on Lexipol the DSH Report Preparation policy 
#322, and agreed that all documents that he authored were to be accurate. 
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He also conveyed that he acknowledged the DSH UOF Patient #300 in Lexipol. McCullough 
defined an imminent threat as a situation where “someone could possibly commit a crime” 
against someone else. He added that it was something that was going to happen or highly likely 
to occur. He was read, and agreed with the policy definition. 

On March 24, 2017, Pickard advised that a sizeable incident had o ccurred on the day prior 
involving the UOF, several HPOs, an injured patient a nd a HPO 

Pickard aske^McCullougtU^e\ri^ 
the case and give his feedback. McCullough read Becerra's ro ugh draf t and told Pickard that 
the report was “bare bones,” and follow up was needed because wa s not arr ested. He 

told Pickard that because it appeared that HAUSCARRIA GUE wa s injured there was 

a possibility that criminal charges would be filed against^^^l f or PC 69 . Pickard approved 
and McCullough advised that he did not feel comfortable amesting from the information 

in Becerra's rough draft report Pickard recommended that follow up be completed and assigned 
the case to Davies. 

The detectives interviewed who was advised of his Miranda right and agreed to 

participate in the Interview. During the intervieWj^^^H threated to kill HAUSCARRIAGE if he 
had the opportunity. McCullough stated thatjHjm^ta^ents met the element of PC 69, 
Threatening Violence Against ar^^utive Ofnce^na^^^l made the threats under Miranda. 
He explained that in addition, said that he had pnor military experience and had k illed 

with his bare hands^^McCullough said that he had no reason not to believe and 

considered that if remained at NSH he could potentially follow through wit h his thr eats 

to kill HAUSCARRIAGUE because he lived in an open unit. He had bee n told that^^^l had 
brandished a weapon in the past and had to be disarmed. also had a history of 

challenging the HPOs and had threatened them p reviously . McCullough told Pickard and 
Gooding that verbal statements from the officers, and^^^^had been obtained and he felt that 
he had sufficient evidence to make an arrest. 

McCullough was told by Pickard, “We are looking to make an arrest," but there was no indication 
of who Pickard was referring to. Picka rd never mentioned that the Chief of Police or Managers 
were involved in the decision to arrest HHII The urgency to arrest was based on a Peace 
Officer being injur ed by a patient, and the patient being problematic. He said that making the 
decision to arrest was a 'Team decision” involving other detectives, Davies and his 

supervisors who approv ed the decision to amest based on Becerra's incomplete report, 
statements from Donaldson and HAUSCARRIAGUE. 

He explained that making an arrest at NSH was very complicated and required certain 
documentation to be completed and the proper notifications needed to be made. When tine HPD 
made arrest, they used an informal check sheet as reference to ensure everything was 
completed. It had been McCullough’s experience when filing other PC 69 cases with the Napa 
District Attorney (DA) that unless the threats were egregious, the DA would not file the case. 
McCullough believed that he had good evidence to file charges of PC 69 based on the 
Infonnation that he had obtained. 

McCullough was asked why he f ailed to obtain witness statements as part of his investigation, 
but bas ed his arrest of on Becerra’s incomplete rough draft report, statements that 

made to hurt HAUSCARRIAGUE in the future, and a co nversatio n with Donaldson. He 
reiterated that he was not the primary detective on the case and had made threats under 

Miranda, and Donaldson was a sworn Peace Officer. He believed that there were enough HPOs 
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involved in the incident to conduct witness interviews who would provide the detective unit with 
a report. 

McCullough was asked who was involved in the decision to arrest H||H and stated that 
numerous staff, including the Medical Director, Hospital Administrato^lfmcians and that the 
Executive Director may, or may not. be involved. He explained that by law when a patient from 
NSH was sent back to jail, NSH had to accept a patient from the jail in exchange. 

McCullough was asked if the process to arrest was expedited because the Chief of 

Police’s son was injured. He responded that he was not given any directive from the Chief of 
Police to make an arrest. He stated, “Nobody squeezed me to do anything special because it 
was the Chief’s kid." 


He explained that he read Becerra’s rough draft and tiiere was insufficient evidence to support 
the UOF. He was asked about Becerr a’s final report and did not recall Bec erra's rough draft 
indicating that Becerra was fearful thatH^^ had a weapon, or^^^^P b ehavior being a 
‘Precursor to a violent attack." He also omiol recall Beceira mentionin^Rat^^^P actively 
resisted HAUSCARRIAGUE by pushing on HAUSCARRIAGUE'S shoulder. 

WhenMcCullough reviewed Becerra’s initial report, it appeared to him that the HPOs tackled 
for complying with their verbal commands. He recalled leaving at the end of his shift as 
Donaldson was reporting for work, and two discussed the report. He gave Donaldson his opinion 
about Becerra’s report, which he explained was common for detectives to provide guidance to 
the HPO and assist the HPOs to write better reports. 


He told Donaldson, "You guys” needed to add more information in the reports to justify the UOF. 
He explained that PC 835 (a) needed to apply because the UOF had caused an injury to an 
officer an^^atient. He gave Donaldson examples, and told him to note, for example, if he 
feared ^^^pwhlle walking away was going to harm someone on the courtyard, or if he 
belleve^^^B was possibly going for a weapon since Donaldson had indicated that^^B 
had brandished a weapon in the past. He told Donaldson not to lie, but if any of those 
possibilities applied, then they needed to be detailed in the HPO reports. 


McCullough authenticated his signature on the Arrest/Detention Complaint forms. (Exhibit 12) 


Becerra completed an Arrest/Detention Complaint form charging 


with PC 422, which 


remaine d at NSH. McCullough filed an amended Ajrest/D etention Comp laint form charging 
with PC 69. Me explained that he charged for threats that made after 

the UOF , but was advised that the Arrest/Detention Complaint indicated that he was charging 
for his behavior on the courtyard. McCullough stated that he spoke to Davies and his 
Chain of Command about what should be put in the narrative of the arrest f orm. He admitted 
that based on statements in the Arrest/Detention form he was a rresting for what 

happened on the courtyard and not from the threats that made to harm 

HAUSCARRIAGUE in the future. 


He stated that based on the review of the initial report and statements during the interview, he 
was unable to identify an imminent threat, GBI or death that warranted the UOF. He added that 
touching a patient should be the last resort 

McCullough co nveyed th at based on his review of th e compl eted reports because staff were 80 
feet away from and there was no one near^^^lfor him to attack, he believed that 

HAUSCARRIAGUE used excessive force to contain^^^^l He added that it had been his 
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training that an imminent threat is 21 feet or less away, 
stating that he did not intentionally felsely arrest |

ADMINISTRATIVE SUBJCET INTERVIEW OF HOSPITAL POLICE OFFICER MICHAEL 
HAUSCARRIAGUE: 


On November 9, 2017, OLES Investigators LaBarbara Nash and Teddi Claudio-m^^l conducted a 
digitally recorded administrative subject interview of HPO Michael HAUSCAkRI^UE at NSH. 
HAUSCARRIAGUE was advised of his right and read the OLES Subject-Administrative Inquiry-Peace 
Officer form {#311-A). (Exhibit 22) HAUSCARRIAGUE elected to be represented by Rein, Lucia and 
Stem Attorney Julia Fox during the interview. The following is a summation of the information 
contained during the interview: 


Investigator's Note; Prior to the interview, HAUSCARRIAGUE was afforded the opportunity to review 
a copy of his July 6, 2017, Superior Court testimony, as well provided a copy of the statements that the 
provided to Detective Jaime Davies March 24, 2017, In her Supplemental Report #17030418. 


HAUSCARRIAGUE had worked as a DSH HPO at NSH for three years, and had no other law 
enforcement experience, He did not attend the DSH HPO Academy, but in 2011-2012 attended 
the Sherriff's Academy at Contra Costa County. He had worked the Bike Patrol for about two 
and one-half years and as a Bike Patrol officer was responsible to patrol the Secure Treatment 
Areas, walk through the units, respond to PDAS alarms and assist staff with calls for 
help/assistance. 


On March 23, 2017, HAUSCARRIAGUE was in full uniform that consisted of a Polo shirt with 
patches on the sleeves and the word “Police” on the front and backof his vest, making it apparent 
to everyone that he was an HPO. He also wore, and had in his possession DSH issued safety 
equipment including a ballistic vest, baton. Pepper Spray, handcuffs and radio. He estimated 
that his vest weighed approximately 15 pounds. 

On March 23, 2017, he worked 1400-2200 hours, and was partnered with HPOs Donaldson, 
Truong, Tweedy and Becerra. HAUSCARRIAGUE said that he had worked with the 
aforementioned HPOs on a regular basis and indicated that he and the other HPOs had a good 
working relationship and also had an off-duty friendship. 

HAUSCARRIAGUE acknowledged that he attended Annual Review Training, which he indicated 
was primarily training about how the HPOs are to work vwth the LOG staff. He acknowledged 
that he was familiar with the Standard of Conduct #320 policy. He was read, and agreed with 
the policy which stated in part, ‘ This policy applies to all Office of Protective Services (OPS) 
employees. Employees are to familiarize themselves with this manual and be responsible for 
compliance. ” He was aware that he was subject to disciplinary action for violation of subsection 
320.3.5 (p) which states in part, "Failure to disclose or misrepresenting material facts, or the 
making of any false or misleading statement on any official document, report or form or during 
the course of any work-related investigation:' 


HAUSCARRIAGUE stated that he was not familiar with the DSH Control Devices and 
Techniques #304 policy (Exhibit 27), but agreed that he had completed training relative to the 
useof pepper spray and baton. He was unsure what size pepper spray canister he carried each 
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day, but believed that he had been trained that his Pepper Spray could be used at a minimum 
distance of five to seven feet away from his intended target. 

HAUSCARRIAGUE was asked to articulate under what circumstances pepper spray was 
authorized to use on a patient. He responded, “When it is the force necessary to control the 
situation. “ He agreed that pepper spray could be used when he wanted to have some distance 
between him and the patient, and he was not aware of any restrictions prohibiting the use of 
pepper spray at NSH. 

HAUSCARRIAGUE indicated that HPOs were not given TSl training for some time, and he 
believed that he had not received the training for about two years. He stated that NSH, “Kind of 
did away with TSl training for a little bit.” Recently: however, he attended TSl training where he 
was taught about 5-point restraints, but did not believe that he was taught the entire TSl training 
and did not recall performing and/or reviewing any control holds during the training. He admitted 
to reviewing the policy during the training, but could not recall when he attended the last TSl 
training. He stated that per the policy, as an HPO, if applicable, TSl was to be used before 
anything else and that LOC staff were the primary and supposed to do TSl. 

During additional questioning, HAUSCARRIAGUE recalled being trained the TSl “Escort 
Position," which was used to control patients who were combative and not walking on their own. 
He explained that HPOs are trained to do wall containments, rear wrist lock or the arm bar to 
. control patients and prevent them from fighting. According to HAUSCARRIAGUE, the purpose 
of a ground/floor containment was to try and get the patient on the ground so that handcuffs 
could be applied. He explained that HPOs are taught multiple ways to get a patient to the ground, 
including wrist lock, arm bar and dragging them down to the ground. 

HAUSCARRIAGUE acknowledged that he had been trained annually in the DSH UOF Patient 
#300 Policy, which included a physical component. -He-explained his understanding of the-UGF 
policy to mean that he is authorized to use force when he felt threatened or other people were 
being threatened. He defined Reasonable Force as the force needed to make an arrest, prevent 
escape or overcome resistance. He was read, and agreed that he had been trained in the policy, 
which states in part, "The degree offeree which a similarly trained and experienced officer on 
scene with similar facts and circumstances, without the benefit of hindsight, would deem 
reasonably necessary to effect an arrest, prevent escape or overcome resistance in order to 
protect themselves, a patient, DSH employees, visitors, or the public." 

He defined Excessive Force as force that is more than necessary to make an arrest, prevent 
escape or overcome resistance. He was read, and agreed that he had been trained in the 
definition of Excessive Force, which states in part, “Use of more force than is objectively 
reasonable to accomplish a lawful purpose. “ 

HAUSCARRIAGUE understood Calculated Interventions to be used when there was time to 
decide what was he was going to do to control the situation, and not just “go in there." He was 
read, and agreed that he had been trained in this portion of the policy which states in part, 
“Instances where time and circumstances permit a planned response to a pending or current 
conflict scenario involving a patient, prior to implementation of that response. The response 
should include consultation with clinical staff and police supervision to assess any 
contraindicative concerns, as well as consider viable afternative strategies." 
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He was also read, and stated that he had been trained in the policy’s definition of Emergent 
Interventions, He also was read, and agreed that he had been trained in the portion of the policy 
which states in part, "Officers shall assume primary responsibility for all crimes, hostage 
situations, escapes, riots, routs, and armed patients." 

HAUSCARRIAGUE was familiar with from prior contact with him inside Units 11 and 13, 

where he indicated that^^Hjwas “pretty hostile* towards the HPOs. HAUSCARRIAGUE 
recalled an o ccasion when^^^B threatened to “kick my (HAU SCARRIAGUE’S) ass.” He was 
not afra id becaus^i^nd his partnetjiad^^^l under control. He believed that 

had threatened to kick his ass because^^^^^^upset. He did not report the threat 
to a s upervisor, nor did he have a sustained fea^f^^^l becau se of the threat. He did not 
deem threat to kick his ass as a terrorist threat because “had to be able to 

execut^iiMhreat’' to be charged. 


On March 24, 2017. HAUSCARRIAGUE reported to Del Davies that on March 21, 2017, Sgt. 
Kotsinadelis informed hi m during briefing that^^^H had threatened officer's lives so that he 
could g o back to jail, and was known t^r^ake weapons. Specifically, he was told that 

broken a radi^ntenna into a “shank.” He did not question the accuracy of the 
information by reading the inc ident rep ort even though he had access to it. He also recalled that 
sometime in December 2016, head butted an officer, while the officer was assisting staff 

in a side room. During the interview HAUSCARRIAGUE was shown the March 21,2017, Bike 
Patrol Unit log on which his nam e did not a ppear. He indicated that he was mistaken and was 
not informed on March 21, aboutthreat but on March 22, 2017. 


On March 23,2017, HAUSCARRIAGUE was Inside the Gus O'Ferrell substation vrfien he heard 
four PDAS alarm activations from the Unit T-13 courtyard. He was able to identify the location 
of alarm by viewing the PDAS alarm activation board, and it was announced via radio. When 
he exited the substation, he could immediately hear yelling coming from the courtyard. 
Donaldson, Tweedy, Truong. Becerra and HAUSCARRIAGUE responded to the courtyard, 
which HAUSCARRIAGUE estimated that it took him approximately 10 seconds. He 
acknowledged that he had no idea why the alaim was activated and did not speak to any LOC 
staff to ascert ain why t he alarm was activated. He, nor any of the responding HPO’s attempted 
to de-escalateprior to the UOF. 


During the interview, HAUSCARRIAGUE was asked to use a diagram to depict his, 
and the staffs location prior to the UOF. (Exhibit 26) 



Upon arrival to the courtyard gate. HAUSCARRIAGUE interpreted that the LOC staff were not 
attempting to do TSI, which he believed to be unusual. Therefore, he believed that the staff 
felt threatened, HAUSCARRIAGUE stated that he “wanted to get into the courtyard to contain 
I so that the staff were no longer in jeopardy." 


HAUSCARRIAGUE stated that when he and the other HPOs arrived at the gate, they did not 
communicate with each other or develop a plan on how to handle the situation. He stated that 
normally, when time permitted, the HPOs talk to the LOC staff about why the alarm was 
activated. He stated that he was not able to speak to the LOC staff because they were on the 
opposite end of the courtyard. He acknowledged that he could have entered the courtyard by 
going through the T-13 building, which would have allowed him to speak to the LOC staff about 
the alarm activation. HAUSCARRIAGUE estimated that going through the building would have 
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taken 1-2 minutes, but believed that he did not have the time to spare and needed to act 
immediately. 


HAUSCARRIAGUE recalled that! 


was 


was yelling, but he could not recall what|_ 

saying. He saw multiple staff standing approximately 80 feet away on the op posite end of the 
courtyard. HAUSCARRIAGUE stated that there were no staff or patients near^^^^^^^^l 
was standing at the locked courtyard entrance/exi t gate, f acing the HPOs. One of th e HPOs, 
HAUSCARRIAGUE could not remember who, told to walk away from the gate. 

complied and turned to walk away from the gat e and walked towards the wall. 
HAUSCARRIAGUE did not recal l any of t he HPO’s giving any other commands prior to 

the UOF. He did not recall tellingto “stop” walking away but had read Becerra’s incident 


report, which indicated that HAUSCARRIAGUE told 


to "stop walking away." 


HA USCARR IAGUE estimated had walked about 6-7 feet from the gate. He stated 

that^^^l had clenched fists and while wa lking away kick ed a ball . HAUSCARRIAGUE stated 
that he was about 5 feet away from H|H at the timeand^^^l did not kick the ball towards 
him or anyon e else. HAUSCARRIAGU^elieved that^^^^p^king the ball was an indicator 
thatHmil was ''escala ting." H AUSCARRIAGUE. who was the f irst HPO through the gate, 
then “jogged" toward to take him down. had his back towards 

HAUSCARRIAGUE, and never turned around to ■face HAUSCARRIAGUE or take a fighting 
stance against him. 


HAUSCARRIAGUE stated that he did not elicit the help of tiie other HPOs to control as 

a team because the HPOs had worked so often together that “it was unspoken with us.” He 
explained that it was implied that the other HPOS would follow HAUSCARRIAGUE’S lead and 
all be there together. HAUSC ARRIAGUE believed the odier HPOs should have known that he 
was intending to take^^^f down to the ground based on HAUSCARRIAGUE’S actions. He 
also stated that he had been trained to that as part of his job at DSH, he may have to deal with 
agitated patients. He had been trained to first try and talk the patient down before using force. 
He admitted utilizing an “arm bar” with another HPO in the past to control hostile and/or 
combative patients, and agreed that this could have been an alternat ive to the UOF, but 
reiterated that he believed that he needed to act quickly to contain because 

history of making a weapon, head butting an officer and his threats to kill an HPO. 


He stated that he did not believe that he had time to develop a plan on how to deal with I 


because he believed that staff were i n immin ent danger even though | 
his anger towards that staff, nor did 


[was not directing 

_attempt at any time to ha rm or as sault the staff. 

HAUSCARRIAGUE stated that he did not want to leave it to chance that^^^l would run and 
assault the staff before he and his partners could reach him. HAUSCARRIAGUE acknowledged 
that he was not aware of I 


running to attack someone in the past, and if this did occur, 
that information would have been shared with him during briefing. 


On the court yard, HAUSCARRIAGUE stated that he did not see anything hands or 

on person that caused h im to be lieve that^^^l had a weapon. Nor did he see a 

weapon on the ground, or observeattempt to retrieve a weapon from anywhere. 

HAUSCARRIAGE initially conv eyed that he wrapped his arms around “torso,’’ and 

defined “torso" to mean aro und lower arm/waist area. H e could no t remember how 

tightly he heldonto^^^l or if his fing^ were interlocked around ^(^rso. He initially 

stated that^^^^Varm^ere at his side. However, he later stated that he could not remember 
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if hands were free during the takedown, and agreed that if hands were free 

he would have used them to protect his face from hitting the wall. 

HAUSCARRIAGUE said that his intent was to take^^^l to the ground; how ever, acc ording 
to HAUSCARRIAGUE they "went forwa rd.' HAUSCARRIAGUE wanted to get ■■ to the 
ground so that he could be and taken to a side ro om. During further questioning, 

HAUSCARRIAGUE stated that his intent was to arrest^^^l for Terrorist Threats that he had 
made to kill an officer. 

HAUSCARRIAGUE was asked if prior to the UOF, did he stow down or stop to think ab out what 
he was doing. He responded, "No,' and added that once he made the decision to take^^^l 
down, he continued with that decisio n. HAUSCARRIAGUE stated that it took him about 10 
seconds to make contact with after the gate was opened. HAUSCARRIAGUE refused 

to characterize his takedown as a “tackle,” but acknowledged that he had not been taught a 
tackle-type maneuver as a DSH takedown technique . He stated that the takedown was not a 
“tackle” because he was not trying to “drive’ 

HAUSCARRIAGUE stated that even though he had not been taught a tackle-type takedown 
during his UOF training, he had been taught to “improvise" to take control of a situation the 
quickest and safest manner, He was advised that It had been the investigator's experience that 
"improvising” was only used in life or death situations. When asked based on his training what 
type situation was he authorized to “improvise” in, he reloaded, “I don’t know." 

HAUSCARRIAGUE acknowledged t hat based on his statements of what occurred on March 23, 
2017, prior to the UO F, he obs erved yelling obscenities and kick a ball. He was again 

asked if he observed engage in any other activity that warranted UOF, to which he 

responded, “Not that I witnessed, no.” HAUSCARRIAGUE was asked if there were any other 
options availabl e to him other than the UOF, and he responded, "I don’t think so. No." He 
explained that back was facing him, so using pepper spray would have been 

ineffective, 


During the interview, HAUSCARRIAGUE was advised that per the DSH UOF-Patient policy, 
force was only au thorized to overcome resistance, effect custody, and prevent escape. He 
stated that^^^l not actively resisting him nor atte mpting to escape, which warranted the UOF. 
He stated that he did not actually remember^^^l making terrorists threats on March 23,2017, 
but had read about the threats in an incident report He explained that he may have heard them, 
but he c ould not remember now. HAUSCARRIAGUE repeated that his intent was to affect the 
arrest of for Terrorist Threats. 


He acknowledged that other patients had threatened him in tfie past and when asked if he had 
ever arrested any other patient for PC422, he responded, "I'm not sure. Maybe." 
HAUSCARRIAGUE added that he had filed PC 422 charges on several patients with the District 
Attorney. He was asked of those cases that he filed charging patients with PC 422, how did he 
effect custody of the patient, to which he responded, “1 don't remember.” He explained that he 
had filed charges on patients with PC 422, “A bunch of times," but was unable to give one 
example. He stated that he had never effected the arrest of anyone in the past for PC 422. 


HAUSCARRIAGUE was asked if, prior to taking to the ground and using force, did he 

considered his surroundings, to which he responded, “Not that I can remember.” 
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After the UOF, HAUSCARRIAGUE remembered landing on top of after the fall land he 

could hea r his ears ringing. He recalled^^^^l head hitting the wall and making a loud noise. 
He asked if he was ok and^^^^pold him, “Fuck you. No, I'm not ok." Truong and 

Becerra assisted in handcuffing ^^^^and placed him in a recove ry position. He did not recall 
striking the wall but was told that he hit the wall. He was aware of

HAUSCARRIAGUE was asked what type offeree did he use on on March 23,2017, and 

he responded, “The lowest type” of force, because it was the lowest type of force needed to 
effect arrest, overcome resistance or prevent escape.

It is alleged that on March 23. 2017, Hospital Police Officer Michael HAUSCARRIAGUE violated the 
DSH Use of Force policywf^ he used Unrea^nablejExcessiveandUnnecessaryforceag^^ 
when he tackled |^H|| resulting in 



On March 23, 2017, at approximately 1714 hrs. NSH r^orted to OLES that on March 23, 2017, 
at appro ximately 1545 hours, HPOs responded to an alarm on the Unit T-13 Courtyard. Patient 
^^^■wasyelling and kicking objects on the ground. LOG staff were unable to deescalate 
who was stand ing at th e gate of the courtyard was told to move away to allow 
the HPOs into the courtyard, ^^■romplied and began walking away from the gate, 
HAUSCARRIAGUEran and Ofabb^djjlllll by the waist and attempted to perform a ground 
containment. and HAUSCARRIA^E fell Into a concrete wall striking their heads.

examined and treated at Queen of the Valley Medical Center. 


• On March 23, 2 017, Nelum noted in his Supplemental Report #17030418, that 
HAUSCARRIAGUE 


• During his March 24, 2017, interview with Pet . Davies, said that on March 23, 2017 

“They ran me into the goddamn wall." threatened to kill the police with his hands and 

stated that if he had the opportunity, he would have killed the police on March 23, 2017, in order 
to go back to jail. 

• During his J une 6, 20 17, OLES interview, stated foal on March 23, 2017, he was upset 

because Dr. wanted to change his medication. On that day, he said that he did not 

threaten staff, but threatened the HPOs. He denied telling someone that he would kill an officer 
to get back to jail, but clarified that he sai d he wan ted to hurt someone to get back to jail so that 
he could get a trail. Not to hurt an officer. said, “An idiot on steroids, six foot something, 

250 pounds, tackled me from behind and threw me into the cement wall face first!" He said that 
HAUSCARRIAGUE was trying to kill him. He stated that his back was to the HPOs as he walked 
to within five or six feet from the wall. He did not see the HPO tackle him. The HPO grabbed 
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him with both hands, squeezed him tight and drove him hard into the wall. said he did 

not have one arm free during the takedown nor was he able to use to break away from the HPO’s 
grasp. He said he did not push the HPO away during the takedown, resulting in them hi tting the 
wall. He was not able to free any of his arms or protect his face from hitting the wall^^l||H 
stated that he had a Walkman, which flew out of his hands when he was tackled. 


During his Ju ne 30, 2 017, interview staled he was talking to on the 

courtya rd and was not hostile toward him the entire time. During their conversa tion 

a gain bec ame upset about group and stopped talking and walked a way. did 

non^ll^^^l postured or clenching his fists, nor did he recall threatening to kill 

anyone. He reported that it was possible that ^^^^could have hurt someone on the 
courtyard, but it was not “imminent." He denied had anything in his hands that 

resembled a weapon during th eir conversation on the courtyard. He stated there were at patients 
on the courtyard, and |||^H did not attempt to harm any of then^He also did not recall |i|H 
threatening anyo ne ornn ^ourtyard. He had witnessed |||H| threaten to kill people, but 
never witnesse^^^^ assault anyone. He believed s^now of forc^^uld have been 
adequate and have cooperated. He did not believe that behavior would 

ha ve resulte d in physical force being use d on him. 

Dr. s aid at no t ime did behavior required the Hospital Police to intervene. He 

was aware '^juries, and stated that It takes a lot of force and trauma to sustain the 

injures that^^^^sufrered. _ 

During her June 30, 2017, OLES interview, stated that HPOs arrived and th^i% 

directive that gave to waste °move.''^^^^^^ed at the HPOs but complied 

turned to go with his back to the officers, the police opened the gate and they “kinda charged/ran 
at hi m.” She said that the actions of the officers looked aggressive. It looked like they tried to 
take I^B believed that they stumbled^ a curb. She agreed that the 

momentum of HAUSCARRIAGUE running contactcould have attributed to them 
striking t he wall. She slated that she did not see^^^^^oing anything that put the staff in 
danger. ^^^Istated that she understood why the officers responded the way that they did 
because earlier threats to kill an officer. She stated that the Incident was the worst 

she had seen since working at NSH. She denied being in fear of her s afety on the evening of 
March 23, 2017. It w as her opinion that the other staff talking to were not a risk of being 

harmed by _ _ 

On August 2 , 2017, Patienl^^^^B stated that he and were roommates and he had 

never heardJ^^B threats or plans to hurt staff, patients or the HPOs. On Marc h 23, 
2017, ^^^^start^ walking toward the wall, and a co p came in and tackled from 

behin d. He sai d that the H PO wrapp ed his arms around chest, he could not recall 

where^^^^l arms were, was the first thing to hit the wall. Everybody was like, 

“Oh my God." He stated tha^^^B threatened any staff or police. He did not see 

attempt to de fend him self during the incident He said the UOF was excessive and 
unnecessary because already compl^ng. He stated, “They didn't need to tackle 

him, he wasn't doing anything. He wasn’t hostile.” _ 

On Jul^^017, PT stated that the HPOs ordered ^^^B “twiceM^o towards the 

wall. B^H tense but his fists were not clen ched. She said that ^^Bfe '^ctt say 
anything to the officers when they arrived. followed the officer’s orders and walked

was n ot threat ening to hurt anyone. She was not in fe ar of her safety. She said that 
she did not see himself and did not ar ound and take a fighting 

stance. Nor did she witness an HPO dragging his knees and feet behind 

and HAUSCARRIAGUE looked like they lost balance and fell forward. She believed 
that they lost their balance because of HAUSCARRIAGUE contacting 
On July 5, 2017, RN stated that she was on the courtyard did not make 

any threats to her or mak^ier feel that he was going to go after her. ^^^^^tated that she 
had never witnessed police rush in and handle a patient like they did

On August 2. 2017, P atient^^^Bstated H AUSCARR IAGUE leaned forward and wrapped his 
amis around He also indicated that^^^B sides. 

During her July 5, 2017, interview, PT stated that realistically could not kill 

everyone on the courtyard, but she was concerned that he could hurt someone. The patients 

were really upset stat ing it wra sn’t right, that it was excessive force. _ 

On July 18,2017, RN reported that on March 23,2017, two officers advanced 

from behind. It appeared© him that they grabbed ^^^^by his arms and went down in a 
"heap" in the comer of the courtya rd. He denied that^^^t threatened to kill the HPOs prior 
to the incident and denied seeing resist HAUSCARRIAGUE or take a fightln^tance. 

He believed the HPOs were trying to do a wall containment a nd inten d to slam jBBB 
ground. He believed the cement curb on the ground caused^^^l to trip when the officers 
grabbed him, causing them all to hit the wall. He said not hurting any body, 

On August 2,2017, Patient stated HAUSCARRIAGUE ran "full speed" towards|l|^B 
when ^^^iwas approxirnatei^ne and a half feet from the wall and tac kled 
behind^^^^l c ould not put his hands up to avoid hitting the wall. then “cracked" his 

head on the wall. said, “I feel the offic er made a wrong j udgemen t, a wrong call." 

During his August 9, 2017, OLES interview, stated that^^^Htold someone he was 

going to "kill or police officer, or somethi ng like th at.' He had threaten st aff in the 

past; however, he had never witnessed assault staff. He did not believe that^^^l 

had a history of possessing weapons. 

On August 9, 2017, stated was "am ping up" a nd kicking things. 

was ask ed to cal m down and “warned several ti mes." SW said she pulled her alarm 

because refused to cooperate. She said was not listening to verbal redirection 

and believed he was at a point where he was going to need physical redirection. She said she 
did not see anything that made her believe fliat the officers were in danger. She said the force 

of the impact was what was shocking to ev^o ne. _ 

During his August 9, 2017, OLES interview, said he did not see turn around 

and take a fighting stance against HAUSCARRIAGUE. thought the officers handled 

things appropriat ely and were there to LOG staff. He stated that he believed that hitting t he wall 
was an accident. stated, ‘I think HAUSCARRIAGUE just kind of misjudged it. ■■ 
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stated as soon as HAUS CARRIA GUE grabbed they were immediately on the ground, 

and there was no time for^^^lto fight HAUSCARRIAGUE. 

On Augu st 15, 20 17, Dr. stated on the afternoon of March 23,2017, staff w ere trying 

to talk to and deescalate the situation. She said the way the HPOs pounced on 

he fell agamsUhe wall. She added that in her 11 years of worldng at NSH, she had not seen a 
take down as brutal as that. She staled that if the officers were trying to contain against 

the wall then they were supposed to place a person on the wall and place their hands behind 
them. Not pounce on him, slam him against the wall and come crashing d own. 

On August 24, 2017, Sgt. Kotsinadelis staled he was told by the HPOs that ^^^Hwasshowing 
physical signs of ag gression and started to turn and walk away. HPO's verbal 

commands to stop, did not stop and then HAUSCARRIAGUE attempted to, “do a 

takedown.” Sgt. Kotsinadel is defined deadly force as force that can amount to death or serious 
bodily injury. He said that actions did not warranted the use of deadly force that was 

used against him. 

On March 23, 2017, HPO Becerra note d in his i ncident report #17030418 that while responding 
to an alarm activation on T-13 he heard screaming threats to “Kill everyone." He stated 

that there were no obviously injured staf^^alients on the courtyard when he arrived, but staff 
appeared to b e scared . Staff were on the oppo site side of the courtyard and there wer^io 
patients near Becerra believed that had ^wea^n based on ||||^^| 

brandis hing a weapon in the past. HAUSCARRIAGUE grabbed waist with both arms. 

turned his body and resisted HAUSC ARRIAGU E by pushing down on 
HAUSCARRIAGUE'S shoulder with his right arm. resistance forced him and 

HAUSCARRIAGUE to make contact with the courtyard 

On September 5, 2017, during his OLES interview, Becerra reported that on March 21, 2017, 

■ was overheard saying that he would kill an officer to get back to ja il. He w as unsure if 
heard HAUSCARRIAGUE’S command on March 23,2017, becausei^^Pwas yellit^ 
Becerra said when they entered the courtyard they were appr oximate ly eign^^nrom 
and were at risk. He and HAUSCARRIAGUE jogged towards as walked away 

from them. Becerra felt that they needed to physically contain before he hurt someone. 

He said that^^M was facing away from them and he felt It was a perfect opportunity to contain 
was five feet fro m the ce ment wall by the time HAUSCARRIAGUE caught up 
to him. He said it “looked like' push ed HAUS CARRIAGUE and they went forward 

instead of down to the ground. He denied turned aro und and f aced the HPOs or 

take a fighting stance. HAUSCARRIAGUE never broke contact with 

During his N ovember 8, 2017, Investigatory Interview, Becerra articulated the need for physical 
contact was clenched fists, rigid arms, the threats, previous possession of a weapon 

and the assault of an officer during the he ad butting incident. Becerra estimated that 
HAUSC ARRIAGUE made contact with about 3 secon ds after H AUSCARRIAGUE gave 

a command to stop. Becerra indicated that he felt resistance caused the 

momentum that ultimately r esulted in them hitting the wall and did not agree that 
HA USCAR RIAGUE running tocaused the momentum. Becerra was asked what crime 
did commit prior to entering the courtyard, and he responded, “Criminal threats," 

Becerra acknowledged that per the DSH UOF policy for Reasonable Force HAUS CARRIAG UE 
was not trying to effect an arrest, prevent an escape, or overcoming resistanceof^^^B yet 
he did not believe that HAUSCARRIAGUE used excessive force against ^^^Jbutused 
reasonable force. 

In his March 23, 2017, Supplemental report #17030418, Donaldson reported that when he 
arrived to the courtyard there were about 10 staff standing near the Unit T-13 door and there 
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were se veral pat ients on the courtyard. He gave^^^l a command to walk away from the 
gateand^^^P stated, "Fuck you Mother Fuckers" and walked west. Tw eedy ope ned the gate. 
As ^^^fw^ed away he kicked items causing Donaldson to feel that was about to 

act violently . He said that there were bushes alon g the wes t wall and Donaldson was concerned 
that had a weapon in the bushes because^^^H had threatened HPOs and assaulted 

an HPO in the past. HAUSCARRIAGUE grabbed with both hands around the waist and 

had his chest to and the two were facing the same direction left arm 

was pinned to hi^ide^Jl^ used his right hand and pushe d on HAU SCARRIAGUE’S right 
shoulder in an attempt to push free himself from the takedown. tried to push fee at the 

same time with his legs causi ng the m omentum to change. HAUSCARRIAGUE dragged his 
feet and knees to prevent^^^^l from gaining momentum. The momentum caused 
HAUSCARRIAGUE and their heads on the wall. 

During his J uly 6, 2 017, Superior Court Hearing, Donaldson testified that HAUSCARRIAGUE 
ran towards to perform a “controlled takedown.” He estimate d that the re was about two 

to three seconds from the time HAUSCARRIAGUE made contact with HH until the time they 
made contact with t he wall. Donaldson testified that HAUSCARRIAGU^lowed down before 
making contact with 

Duri ng his S eptember 5, 2017, OLES Interview. Donaldson stated that he did not hear anyone 
qiveJH^ orders to get down on the ground or prone out. Donaldson stated that both of 
■^^■arms were free during his contact with HAUSCARRIAGUE and that he misspoke about 
left arm being pinne d in his report. He stated that HAUSCARRIAGUE was running 
when h e put his arms around and HAUSCARRIAGE did not stop running. He stated 

was not assaulting anyone and had not committed a crime but needed to be physically 
restrained for the safety of himself and others. 

During his November 8, 2017, Investigative Interview, Donaldson said that he believed that 
HAUSCARRIAGUE'S UOF was not excessive but reasonable because HAUSCARRIAGUE did 
not intend to hi£tHH||| He stated that he misspoke during his OLES September 5, 2017, 
interview and arm was pinned to his side during the takedown and not free as he 

had reported. 

He admitted that per the DSH UOF policy definition for Reasonable Force, HAUSCARRIAGUE 
w as not pr eventing an escape, was not overcoming resistance and was not effecting custody 
of when he used physical force against resulting in S6I. 

In his March 23, 2017, Suppleme ntal repo rt #17030418 Tweedy reported that he responded to 
the Unit T-13 courtyard and heard yelling obscenitie s and thr eatening to kill HPOs. 

During his September 5, 2017, OLES interview. Tweedy said was hard to redirect when 

he was escalating. He had hea rd about threatening to kill staff a few days prior and 

assisted in the search and his room on March 21,2017, and ad mitted tha t no weapons 

were fou nd. On March 23, 2017, Tweedyunlocked the courtyard gate and walke d away. 

did not have anything in his hands that could be deemed a weapon. He said 
was not injuring himself, nor was he directing his aggression towards the patients or any 
particular staff. became m ore agita ted when the HPOs arri ved. He stated that 

HAUSCARRIAGUE ran and "tackled” The “brute force” pushed towards the 

wall. He denied that^^H had time to fight with HAUSCARRIAGUE. He also stated that none 
of the HPOs gave other commands to get down on the ground before the contact. 

Tweedy said that he had n ever bee n trained to tackle someone like HAUSCARRIAG UE did. 
HAUSCARRIAGUE ordered stop within the 2-3 seconds of Donaldson telling 

to walk away from the gate and HAUSCARRIAGUE was running towards with his arms 
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extended outward. He estimate d that 2-3 seconds elapsed between the time 
HAUSCARRIAGUE made contact with and they hit the wall. 

• He admitted that per the DSH UOF policy definition for Reasonable Force, HAUSCARRIAGUE 

w as not pr eventing an escape, was not overcoming resistance and was not effecting custody 
of physical force against resulting in SBI. 

• In his March 23, 2017, Supplemental Incident report #170 30418, T ruong noted that on March 

23, 2017, w hile resp onding to the courtyard, he could hear mm yelling, but could not recall 
what threats made. 

• During his July 6, 2017, Superior Court testimony, Truong stated was yelling, "I'll kill you 

all." Truong stated that yelled in general, that he would kill everyone, one by one. There 

were staff surrounding but from a distance. After the gat e was opened the officers 

made an unspoken and uncommunicated decision to take down. He stated 

turned around, faced HAUSCARRIAGUE and pushed awa^rom the takedown, then turned 
back around at some point and they both (ripped over their own feet, picked up momentum and 
hit the wall. did not reach for his waistband or pockets, but kept his arms straight the 

entire time witf^l^ched fists. Truong did not see a Walkma n at the time, but acknowledged 
that a Walkman was found in the area. Truong testified that m|H was walking away from 
HAUSCARRIAGUE for about two seconds b efore HAU SCARRIAGUE made contact vyilh him. 

• He testified that HA USCARR IAGUE ran up stopped to grab him and then tried to pull 

him to the ground. was able to turn his body all the way around and approximately two 

seconds after that, tne^truck the wall. Truong stated that he did not see HAUSCARRIAGUE 
use force, but it was more of a hold that just “went over" once they hit a bad patch of land. 

• During his Sept ember 5, 2017, OLES witness interview, Truong stated that after the gate was 

opened walked slo wly away and did not believe was trying to get away from 

officers, Truong stated that^^^l turned to fece HAUSCARRIAGE and threatened him prior 
to the takedown. _ 

• During his November 9, 2017, Investigatory Interview, Truong stated^^^H turned his upper 

torso slightly to the left to look bdiind him. He said that^M^T'did stop” when 
HAUSCARRIAGUE ga ve him the command. He recalled that^^^pa^eadphones on, but 
did not see anythirigin^^^^ hands. Truong slated that due to HAUSCARRIAGUE’s height 
(6ft), compared to HAUSCARRIAGUE had to lower his upper body in order to 

place his arms around^^^^ waist. Truong did not remember where left arm was, or 

if it was pinned down b^HAUSCARRIAGUE'S hold. Truong stated HAUSCARRIAGUE never 
let go of waist. 

• Truong stated that he did not observe^^^l commit any crimes prior to th e UOF th at required 

the level offeree that was used that day. Truong did not feel threatened and denied 

that there was a threat to any of the staff members. 

• He had not seen the type of takedown that HAUSCARRIAGUE used, nor had he been trained 
to use a tackle-takedown technique. 

• Truong stated, “Based on my observations, no one else's. I thought it was a little excessive." 

• He was asked if he thought the force that HAUSCARRiAGUE used was excessive, and he 
stated, "Yes." 

• In his March 24, 2017, Supp lemental Report #17030418, McCullough noted that during the 

interview of expressed his desire to kill police officers, adding that he had 

military experience and knew how to kill. 

• During his August 30, 2017, OLES Interview, McCullough stated on March 24, 2017, 

said that he was “attacked” and “jumped” and ‘tackled from behind and ran into a wall." 
McCullough read Becerra’s rough draff report and stated that as written, it appeared that^^^l 
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was complying with their verbal command and he was tackled. He stated that even though 
HAUSCARRIAGUE might not have intended forjj^^^ to strike the wall, HAUSCARRIAGUE 
still should be held accountable. 

During his December 19, 2017, Investigatory Interview, McCullough stated that based on the 
review of the initial report he was unable to identify an imminent threat, GBI or death that 
warranted the UOF. McCullough con veyed th at based his review of the complete d reports, 
because staff were 80 feet away from fl|H| and there was no one near ■■■ for him to 
attack, he believed that HAUSCARRIAgU^j^ excessive force to contain 
On March 24, 2017, HAUSCARRIAGUE stated that he had been briefed had 

threatened to kill officers, and had made weapons in the past during briefing. On March 23, 
2017, whil e responding to the T-13 co urtyard, he heard yelling and recognized the voice as 
Upon arrival he saw agitated, clenched fists, and pacing around. Staff were 

“far away,” which caused HAUSCARkI AGUE t o believe that they were frightened. He had no 
idea why the alarm was activated, or ifH^H had a weapon, but wanted to keep th e staff on 
the courtyard safe. HAUSCA RRIAGU^beiev^ that the he needed to gain control of 
Inside the courtyard, had his back lotti^POs, was yelling and had kicked a ball. This 

caused HAUSCARRIAGUE to believe thatHmH was going to turn and fight the HPOs. After 
kicked the ball, HAUSCARRIAGUE attempted ground control techniq^, and believed 
i^as the safest and quickest wat to control He stated that was a threat 

bec ause he had his fi sts clenched, was agitated and not calming down. Once he made contact 
with “clenched up" and they did not go to the ground as HAUSCARRIAGUE 

intended. 

During his July 6, 2017, Superior Court testimony, HAUSCARR IAGUE testified on March 23, 
2017, when he arrived on the courtyard there was no one near and staff were on the 

opposite side of the courtyard. He stated that he was on the courtyard about 10 seconds before 
he wrapped his arms around torso and attempted to take him to the ground. He 

testified that it was not unusual for patients to threaten HPD, and acknowledged that every time 
a patient made threats, it did not require physical violence. 

During his November 9, 2017, Investigatory Interview, HAUSCARRIAGUE acknowledged that 
he had been trained annually in the DSH UOF Patient #300 Policy. He defined Reasonable 
Force and agreed that he had been trained in the policy. He defined Excessive Force and 
agreed that he had been trained In the policy. HAUSCARRIAGUE estimated that it took him 
approximately 10 seconds to respond to the courtyard. He acknowledged that he had no idea 
why the alarm was activated and did not speak to any LOG staff to ascertai n why the alarm was 
activated.

HAUSCARRIAGUE stated that his intent was to arrest ^^^1 for Terrorist Threats that he had 
made to kill an officer.

he was doing. He responded that once he made the decision to take down, he 

continued with th at decision. HAUSCARRIAGUE acknowledged that prior to the UOF, he 
observed yelling obscenities and kick a ball. He did not observe engage in any 

other activity that warranted UOF. HAUSCARRIAGUE did not b elieve tha t there were any other 
options available to him other than the UOF. He explained that^^^^ back was facinohii^ 
so using pepper spray would have been ineffective. HAUSCARRIAGUE stated that^^^l 
was not actively resisting him or attempting to escape, which warranted the UOF. 

• HAUSCARRIAGUE said that he used, “The lowest type' offeree, because it was the lowest type 
of force needed to effect arrest, overcome resistance or prevent escape.

Truong stated, “For a situation like this we want to figure out what Is going on 
with this patient first. Talk to the staff and see what’s going on, see if he has a weapon or not, 
see what are the dangers, any concerns, but usually when we go hands on we want to talk to 
the staff first about anything." 

During his November 9, 2017, Investigatory Interview, Truon g stated stop” when 

HAUSCARRIAGUE gav e him the command. He recalled had headphones on, but 

did not s ee anything in hands. Truong stated HAUSCARRIAGUE never let go of 

waist. Truong did not observe commit any crimes prior to the UOF that 

required the level of force that was used that day. Truong did not feel threatened by 
and denied that there was a threat to any of the staff members. He had not seen the type of 
takedown that HAUSCARRIAGUE used, nor had he been trained to use a tackle-takedown 
technique. Truong stated, "HAUSCA RRIAGUE didn’t mean to put him in the w all." He believed 
that HAUSCARRIAGUE meant to down, but believed that because resisted

He admitted that the HPOs did not give any directives to get on the ground or to show 

his hands prior to the UOF. He admitted that the HPOs did not talk to the LOG staff to ascertain 
why the alarm had been activated and he. nor the other HPOs, knew why the alarm had been 
activated. He denied thatf^^^ turned aroundand faced the HPOs or took a fighting stance. 
HAUSCARRIAGUE never broke contact with |H|H Becerra acknowledged that based on the 
DSH UOF policy for Reasonable Force HAUs uARRIAQ UE was not trying to effect an arrest, 
prevent an escape, or overcoming resistance of^^^l 

During his N ovember 8, 2017, Investigatory Interview, Becerra articulated the need for physical 
contact was^^^^ clenched fists, rigid arms, the threats, previous possession of a weapon 
and the assault of an officer durin g the he ad butting incident. Becerra estimated that 
HAUSC ARRIAGUE made contact with^^^l about 3 seconds after HAUSCARRIAGUE gave 

a command to stop. _ 

Becerra did not believe that HAUSCARRIAGUE used excessive force against Him but used 
reasonable force. However, Becerra acknowledged that per the DSH UOF policy for Reasonable 
Force HAUS CARRIA GUE was not trying to effect an arrest, prevent an escape, or overcoming 
resistance 

In his March 23, 2017, Supplem ental report #17030418, Donaldson reported that 
HAUSCA RRIAGUE grabbed with both hands aro und the w aist and had his chest to 

■■■I back and the two wer^ong the same direction left arm wa s pinned to his 

sIoe^HAUSCARRIAGUE dragged his feet and knees to prevent from gaining 

momentum. The momentum caused HAUSCARRIAGUE and to mUn^r heads on the 

wall. 

During the Juiy^^017, Superior Court Hearing, Donaldson testified that HAUSCARRIAGUE 
ran towardsto perform a “controlled takedown.’ He estimate d that the re was about two 
to three seconds from the time HAUSCARRIAGUE made contact with until the time they 

made contact with t he wail. Donaldson testified that HAUSCARRIAGU^Iowed down before 

making contact with _ 

During his September 5, 2017, OLES interview, Donaldson did not hear anyone give 
orders to get down on the gro und or pro ne out. He stated that HAUSCARRIAGUE was running 
when h e put his arms around and HAUSCARRIAGE did not stop running. He stated 

was not assaulting anyone and had not committed a crime but needed to be phys ically 
restrained for the safety of himself and others. Donaldson stated that both of 
were free during his contact with HAUSCARRIAGUE and that he misspoke about^^^^l left 
arm being pinned in his report. 

During his November 8, 2017, Investigative Interview, Donaldson said that he believed that 
HAUSCARRIAGUE’S UOF was not excessive but reasonable because HAUSCARRIAGUE did 
not intend to hurt^^^l Me admitted that per the DSH UOF policy definition for Reasonable 
Force. HAUSCARRIAGUE was not p reventing an escape, was not overcoming resistance and 
was not effecting custody of when he used physical force against re sulting in S BI. He 

stated that he misspoke during his OLES September 5, 2017, interview and left arm 

was pinned to his side during the takedown. _ 

During his September 5. 2017, OLES inter>flew. Tweedy said^^^l was not i njuring h imself, 
nor was he directing his aggression towards the patients or any particular staff. did not 

have anything in his hand s that could be deemed a we apon. H e stated that HAUSCARRIAGUE 
ran and “tackled” and the “brute force” pushed towards the wait. He denied that 
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had time to fight with HAUSCARRIAGUE. He also stated that none of the HPOs gave 

_any other commands to get down on the ground before the contact. Tweedy said tfiat 

he had never been trained to tack le someone like HAUSCARRIAGUE did. He sta ted that 
HAUSCARRIAGUE ordered to stop within the 2-3 seco nds of Do naldson telling lijB 
to walk away from the gate and HAUSCARRIAGUE ran towards with his arms extended 

outward. 

During his July 6, 2017, Superior Court testimony, Truong stated did not reach for his 

waistband o r pocket s, but kept his arms straight the entire time with clenched fists. Truong 
testified that^^B walking away from HAUSCARRIAGUE for about two seconds before 
HAUSCARRIAGUE made contact with him. 

During his November 9, 2017, Investigatory Interview, Truong stated^^^H that “did stop" 
when HAUSCARRIAGUE gav e him the command. He recalled that^^^^piad headphones 
on , but did n ot see anything hands. Truong stated H AUSCARRIAGUE never let go 

waist. Truong stated that he did not observe^^^l commit any crimes prior to the 
UQ^na n^ulred the level of force that was used that da^^uong did not feel threatened by 
and denied that there was a threat to any of the staff members. He had not seen the 
type of takedown that HAUSCARRIAGUE used, nor had he been trained to use a tackle- 
takedown technique. Truong stated, “HAUSCARRI AGUE d idn’t mean to put him in the wall." 
He beli eved that HAUSCARRIAGUE meant to take^^^l down, but believed that because 
resisted and pushed off HAUSCARRIAGUE, they stumbled and went towards the wall. 
During his August 28, 2017, OLES witness interview, HPO Brandt stated when responding to 
an alarm the Hrst thing you do is find out where it is at and assess the situation. 

During his August 30, 2017, OLES vritness interview, McCullough stated on March 24, 2017, 
said that he was “attacked" and “Jumped" and “tackled from behind and ran into a wall.” 
He read Becerra’s rough draft report and staled that as it was written, it appeared that| 
was complying with their verbal command and he was tackled. 

During his December 19, 2017, Investigatory Interview, McCullough stated that based on the 
review of the initial report he was unable to identify an imminent threat, GBI or death that 
warranted the UOF. McCullough con veyed th at based his review of the complet ed reports 
because staff were 80 feet away from and there was no one near HHH for him to 

attack, he believed that HAUSCARRIAGUE used excessive force to contain 
On March 24 ,2017, HAUSCARRIAGUE stated Oiat he had no idea \why the alarm was activated, 
or had a weapon, but wanted to keep the staff on the courtyard safe. 

During his July 6, 2017, Superior Court testimony, HAUSCAR RIAGUE testified on March 23, 
2017, when he arrived on the courtyard there was no one and staff were on the 

opposite side of the courtyar d. He sta ted that he was on the courtyard about 10 seconds before 
he wrapped his arms around torso and attempted to take him to the ground, He testified 

that it was not unusual for patients to threaten HPD, and ad<novriedged that every lime a patient 
made threats, it did not require physical violence. 

During his November 9, 2017, Investigatory Interview, HAUSCARRIAGUE acknowledged that 
he was familiar with the DSH TSI policy. He stated that per the policy if applicable, TSI was to 
be used before anything else and that LOC staff were the primary and supposed to do TSI. He 
had been trained to first try and talk the patient down before using force. He defined Reasonable 
Force and Excessive Force and agreed that he had been trained in the policy. He acknowledged 
that he had no idea why the alanri was activated and did not speak to any LOC staff to ascertain 
why the alarm was activated. He, nor any of the responding HPO’s attempted to de-escalate 
prior to the UOF. He staled that he did not believe that he had time to develop a plan 
on how to deal with^^M because he believed that staff were in imminent danger even though 
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was not directing his anger towards that staff, nor did attempt at a ny time to 

harm or ass ault the s taff. HAUSCARRIAGUE stated that h e did no t see anything in 
hands or on person that caused him to believe that had a weapon. Nor did he 

see a weapot^rnRe ground, or observe a ttempt to retrieve a weapon from anywhere. 

HAUSCARRIAGUE said that his intent was to take|^^| to the ground; however, they “went 
forward.” Prior to the UOF he did not slow dovwi or stop t o think about what he was doing. He 
responded that once he made the decision to take^^^l down, he continued wi th that d ecision. 
HAUSCARRIAGUE acknowledged that prior to t he UO F, he observed yelling 

obscenities and kick a ball and he did not observe engage in any other activity that 

warranted UOF. HAUSCARRIAGUE stated that he oi^io^licit the help of the other HPOs to 
control HAUSCARRIAGUE did not want to leave it to chance that^^^l would run 

and assault t he staff before he and his partners could reach him, but acknowledged that he was 
not aware of^^^lrminin^g to attack someone in the past. HAUSCARRIAGUE stated that his 
intent was to arrest^^^J for Terrorist Threats. HAUSCARRIAGUE stated that even though 
he had not been taugn^nackle-type takedown during his UOF training, he had been taught to 
"improvise" to take control of a situation the quickest and safest manner; however, he did not 
know what type of situation he was authorized to “improvise" in. 

HAUSCARRIAGUE acknowledged t hat base d on his statements of what occurred on March 23, 
2017, prior to the UOF , he observed im yelling obscenities and kick a ball. He was asked 
if he observed engage in any other activity that warranted UOF, to which he responded, 

“Not that I witnessed, no." HAUSCARRIAGUE was asked if there were any other options 
available to him other than the UOF, and he responded, “I don't think so. No,"
